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Arts groups could close in face of 
‘metro-centric’ funding reductions

THEATRES and arts organisa¬ 
tions across Kent are facing huge 
cuts in their funding as the Arts 
Council is accused of applying 
“metropolitan standards” to the 
county’s cultural life. 

More than £200,000 is likely to be slashed 
from five organisations, including the 
Gulbenkian Theatre in Canterbury and 
Trinity Theatre in Tunbridge Wells, whose 
programmes would be seriously affected. 

Chalkfoot Theatre Arts, which puts on 
productions in more than 70 rural venues in 
Kent and Sussex, faces the prospect of clo¬ 
sure if proposals to cut its £64,000 annual 
grant are approved. 

More than 200 arts organisations across 
the country are staring at cuts in the biggest 
cull since the Arts Council was set up more 
than 50 years ago. 

This is despite the council enjoying an 
increase in government funding over three 
years to more than £2.2 billion. 

Actors Sir Ian McKellen, Kevin Spacey 
and Joanna Lumley, who was bom in Kent 
and retains strong links to the county, 
passed a motion of no confidence in the 
council this week.

Jeremy Hunt MP, the Conservative 
spokesman for culture, media and sport, told 
Kent on Sunday it would be a “tragedy’ if the¬ 
atre groups were forced to close their doors. 

He said: “Many people are very worried 
that the Arts Council is applying metropoli¬ 
tan standards to art that will inevitably be 
very different in rural areas like Kent. 

“The biggest challenge in many areas is 
simply people getting access to art and the¬ 
atre, which is why groups like Chalkfoot are 
so important. 

“The Arts Council should remember that 


Kent taxpayers pay their share of arts sub¬ 
sidies as well. 

“No-one supports subsidising mediocrity 
but the fact is there are some superb arts 
organisations in Kent and it would be a 
tragedy if they were to unable to continue 
because of a lack of Arts Council funding.” 

A member of one Kent arts group, who did 
not wish to be named, said the industry talk 
was that Arts Council chief executive Peter 
Hewitt was diverting funding to “big 
impact” art forms such as circus arts and 
street theatre in order to secure his legacy. 

Greg Clark, Conservative MP for 
Tunbridge Wells, said the funding cut would 
be a “huge blow” to the Trinity Theatre. 

He met Arts Council director Felicity 
Harvest on Wednesday to argue the the¬ 
atre’s case. 

He said: “Although any cut in funding 
would be a huge blow to Trinity, I told 
Felicity Harvest that it is essential the Arts 
Council does not simply pull the mg away 
but supports Trinity with transitional fund¬ 
ing and works with the charity to improve 
its ability to secure longer term funding.” 

Also facing cuts are the Canterbury-based 
Anne Peaker Centre for the Arts in 
Criminal Justice and the Kent Architecture 
Centre in Chatham. 

Mike Hill, Kent County Council’s cabinet 
member for community services, told KoS 
that while the cuts were “bad news”, other 
arts in Kent were likely to receive improved

Disruption 
of our roads 
blamed on 
the French 


A KENT MEP has angrily accused the French 
of “ignoring its obligations” by allowing striking 
fishermen to close the Port of Calais. 

Richard Ashworth, Conservative MEP for the 
South East, wrote a strongly worded letter to 
the EU commissioner for transport, Jacques 
Barrot, after strikes caused huge dismption to 
Kent’s roads this week. 

Mr Ashworth told Mr Barrot the strikes were 
“totally unacceptable” and insisted he make it 
plain to the French Government that “contin¬ 
ued impediment of this important transport 
corridor will not be tolerated”. 

He invited the official to visit Kent to witness 
the impact of the action on the county’s roads. 

Mr Ashworth told Kent on Sunday: “The 
French government continues to ignore its obli¬ 
gation to provide free passage for Britons trav¬ 
elling in the European Union. 

“There will always be factors out of our con¬ 
trol on the Channel such as weather and tech¬ 
nical faults, but our entry into France should 
never be blocked by industrial action. 

“Once again, France’s domestic problems have 
had a knock-on effect on south-east England. 

“France continues to turn a blind eye to this 
kind of deliberate dismption to a cmcial trade 
route and it is totally unacceptable.” 

The latest industrial action came after stormy 
weather had already caused disruption to ferry 
services, leading to the partial closure of the 
M20 for the implementation of Operation Stack 
to cope with lorry traffic heading to the port.

funding as a result. 

He said: “I am clearly very 
concerned that some groups 
face the potential threat to sig¬ 
nificant amounts of funding. 
There will be winners and 
there will be losers. 

“We suffer in Kent by having 
no cities, we do not have the 
footfall or money of large 
urban conurbations.” 


An Arts Council spokes¬ 
woman said it was committed 
to funding only “the strongest 
organisations that are produc¬ 
ing the most bold and innova¬ 
tive work”. 

She said: “The arts change 
and grow and our funding 
must reflect and encourage 
that. We cannot fund the same 
organisations year after year 
at the same levels. 


“The proposals for the South 
East focus investment on a 
smaller number of effective 
and thriving organisations. 

“We are also hoping to bring 
up to 10 new organisations 
into the portfolio, but cannot 
reveal these yet as availabili¬ 
ty of funding depends on final 
decisions made at the end 
of January 

“We remain committed to 


access to the highest quality 
arts across Kent; both through 
regular funding to organisa¬ 
tions such as Music for 
Change, Canterbury Festival 
and Turner Contemporary 
and through grants for arts 
support.” 

She refuted the suggestion 
that the funding cuts were 
part of an attempt to secure 
Mr Hewitt’s legacy 


Wet baby’s head 
after giving birth 

Charity’s warning over foetal alcohol syndrome

THOUSANDS of unborn children 
in Kent could be suffering physi¬ 
cal or mental problems as a result 
of their mothers drinking while 
pregnant. 

That is the claim made by the Foetal 
Alcohol Spectrum Disorder Trust, which has 
opened a new support group in Kent for 
parents whose children have been affected 
by alcohol consumption during pregnancy 

The charity said it has already come across 
more than a dozen affected families in the 
county, but believes this is just the tip of a 
very big iceberg. 

It claims drinking at any time while preg¬ 
nant can affect a baby’s development and lead 
to a range of mental and physical disabilities. 

Misdiagnosed 

The charity said the vast majority of these 
either go undiagnosed or are misdiagnosed 
as forms of autism or attention deficit hyper¬ 
activity disorder (ADHD). 

Julia Brown, the trust’s executive officer, 
said the UK was two decades behind coun¬ 
tries such as the USA and Canada at diag¬ 
nosing and coping with the syndrome. 

She told Kent on Sunday that drinking at 
any stage during pregnancy could have a 
profound effect on a baby’s development. 

She said: “When the mother drinks so does 
the baby The placenta doesn’t filter it out so 
it goes straight through to the baby at the 
same strength. 

“When and to what extent a mother

drinks during pregnancy will have differ¬ 
ent effects on a child, but any drinking can 
cause damage. 

“This affects thousands of children across 
the UK and hundreds if not thousands in 
Kent, although it is not possible to put an 
accurate figure on it.” 

The World Health Organisation estimates 
that one in every 1,000 babies will be born 


seriously damaged and as many as one in 
100 could have some form of minor damage. 

Children born with foetal alcohol syn¬ 
drome (FAS) often have distinctive facial fea¬ 
tures, known as ‘FAS face’. 

These include a smooth or shallow philtrum, 
the area between the upper lip and the nose, a 
thin upper lip and thin eye openings. 

Babies are often very small when they are 
born and may have trouble gaining weight. 
They may also suffer from heart defects or 
abnormalities of the ears, eyes, liver or joints 
depending on what was developing at the 
time their mothers drank. 

Many on the milder end of the spectrum 
have little physical disability but can strug¬ 
gle to understand instructions and have 
behavioural difficulties. 

The support group will meet in Tonbridge 
every three months. The meetings will 
involve talks by parents who have raised FAS 
children, as well as speech and language 
therapists and other health professionals. 

Dr Yvonne Doyle, NHS regional director of 
public health in Kent, said the evidence of 
numbers of children born with the syndrome 
was “patchy”. 

She reiterated the advice of the 
Government’s Chief Medical Officer that 
pregnant women should avoid drinking alco¬ 
hol or limit it to just one or two units a week. 

She added: “Foetal alcohol syndrome caus¬ 
es the most extreme damage to an unborn 
baby and is 100 per cent preventable. If you 
don’t drink, your baby will not be harmed in 
this way”

speculate that it may not have been a total 
coincidence. 

He added: “I can only think that it all 
comes down to that short power cut that hap¬ 
pened in Kent in September. You know what 
happens when you have no TV or radio.” 

An Invicta spokesman said no plans had 
been made yet as to who will cover for the 
pair when they leave in May.

Mother’s death in police crash 
was ‘tragic accident’ says jury 


THE jury at the coroner’s 
inquest into the death of Rachel 
Cheesewright - killed when a 
speeding police vehicle smashed 
into her car - this week reached 
a verdict of accidental death, 
writes Nick Ames. 

Miss Cheesewright, 29, who 
was due to be married and left 
behind a seven-year-old daugh¬ 
ter, died from multiple injuries 
following the crash on the A28 
near Ashford in October, 2005. 

She was returning from her 
job as a barmaid at the Bonny 
Cravat pub in Woodchurch. 

The forewoman of the jury told the court: 
“This was a death by tragic accident.” 

The hearing that began on Monday heard 
from driver, PC William Purse, who admitted 
to the inquest he approached the bend on the 
main A28 country road at more than lOOmph. 

The police force’s own investigator had 
blamed Ms Cheesewright for pulling out in 
front of the police car answering an emer¬ 
gency call. 

But an independent - former police - 
expert told her inquest he believed the patrol 
car was going so fast Ms Cheesewright could 
not have seen it as she pulled out. 


Derek Hance, who has investi¬ 
gated more than 1,000 accidents 
during his time as a 
Metropolitan Police officer and 
independent accident investiga¬ 
tor, said the police car could have 
been travelling as fast as 
106mph before the accident. 

He also suggested the speed¬ 
ing police driver should have put 
his siren on as well as the blue 
lights he was using as he 
approached the bend before the 
junction. 

The police vehicle - a Skoda 
Octavia - hit Ms Cheese- 
wright’s Ford Fiesta with such force her car 
was literally torn in two. 

She died from multiple injuries at the 
scene following the crash. 

Sarah Harman, the Cheesewright family’s 
solicitor, said: “The family will be taking 
action against Kent Police on behalf of Miss 
Cheesewright’s ten-year-old daughter.” 

Ms Harman strongly criticised the 
Independent Police Complaints Authority for 
its decision to hand the crash investigation to 
Kent Police - the employer of PC Purse.

Legal argument 

LESS than two per cent of all criminal prose¬ 
cutions in Kent are abandoned because they 
are deemed not to be in the public interest. 

Out of more than 41,000 cases in 2006-07, 
the Crown Prosecution Service discontinued 
661 on public interest grounds. 

The CPS revealed the figures after a Freedom 
of Information Act request revealed nearly 
26,000 cases were deemed not in the public 
interest across the country over the period. 

A CPS spokesman the numbers of discontin¬ 
ued cases in Kent was decreasing. 

She said: “Inevitably there will be occasions 
on which a case needs to be discontinued on 
public interest grounds. For example where a 
prosecution is likely to have a bad effect on the 
victim’s mental or physical health, or where 
we would not consider it appropriate to compel 
a victim to give evidence.” 

Cathedral’s run 

THE Save Canterbury Cathedral campaign is 
calling for people to take part in a sponsored 
run through central London this summer to 
raise money for its £50 million appeal. 

The fundraising team wants runners to take 
part in the 2008 British 10k London Run in July, 
with each pledging to raise a minimum of £100.

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Spies in the sky to 
watch you parking

CCTV operatives could replace 
traffic wardens in a radical 
Government-led shake-up of park¬ 
ing enforcement. 

From April, local authorities will be able to 
use eagle-eyed ‘cyber wardens’ to monitor ille¬ 
gally parked motorists and issue fines by post. 

Those caught by the cameras will then be 
fined between £50 and £70, depending on the 
seriousness of the offence. 

Parking on a double yellow line will incur 
the maximum penalty, whereas overstaying 
on a meter will result in the lesser fine. 

One of the first councils in the UK to intro¬ 
duce the scheme may be Medway. 

Council spokeswoman Laura Patrick said 
the changes will improve roads. 

She said: “Our CCTV operators will be able 
to focus on vehicles that are parked danger¬ 
ously and issue a ticket by taking details from 
the national database of vehicle registrations, 
which would then be posted to the owner. 

“Cabinet will discuss the proposal at its next 
meeting on January 29 and, if agreed, could be 
up-and-running from April.” 

Councils will have the right to introduce the 
measures under the Traffic Management Act 
2004, which comes into effect in April. 

Politicians at Swale Council considered the 


scheme this week, but voted against using 
CCTV cameras to capture people parked ille¬ 
gally. Instead, it will bring in a two-tier fining 
system from April. 

Other local authorities in Kent are expected 
to make their own decisions in coming weeks. 

Sheila Rainger, from the RAC Foundation 
for Motoring, said many motorists will feel the 
scheme is just “a money spinner”. 

Offences 

She said: “Being cynical, you could argue 
that camera enforcement is simply cheaper 
than employing traffic wardens. 

“Transport for London reported last year 
that the physical presence of traffic wardens 
does deter motorists for committing offences 
so it makes you wonder if councils are trying 
to achieve a higher parking compliance or the 
maximum number of tickets.” 

She said she was also concerned it would be 
harder for motorists to appeal against fines. 

“At the moment if you come back to your 
vehicle and there’s a ticket that you think is 
unfair you can take a photo or keep the tick¬ 
et to show you got back in the allocated time. 

“If you get a ticket through the post a week 
after the alleged incident it will be much more 
difficult to appeal.” 

Privacy International, the surveillance 
watchdog, said last week there was very little 
accountability in the use of CCTV images.

Tory asked to 
watch US voting 

GILLINGHAM parliamentary candidate 
Rehman Chishti has been appointed as a 
special observer to the United States presi¬ 
dential primaries which see Republicans 
and Democrats each elect their candidate to 
fight for the White House. 

The Conservative party member and former 
advisor to assassinated Pakistani politician 
Benazir Bhutto will be watching proceedings 
unfold in the states of Kansas and Missouri. 

He will be attached to the Republican Party 
as it seeks to find a new candidate to fight for 
the presidency as George W Bush leaves office. 

Cllr Chishti, who joined the Tories after 
being a member of the Labour Party and is 
also a Medway councillor, was appointed to 
his prestigious post by the US State 
Department, the Conservative Party and the 
British American Parliamentary Group. 

He will be observing the American political 
machine in full, meeting candidates and 
party activists as well as attending meetings. 

Following the visit - which takes place next 
month - he will prepare a report on what he 
has seen to be made available to his backers. 

“This is going to be a very exciting time in 
American politics and I think the eventual 
race for the presidency is going to be extreme¬ 
ly close,” Cllr Chishti told Kent on Sunday. 

Hands off Stones 

DARTFORD-born rockers Mike Jagger and 
Keith Richard have dealt a blow to 
Sevenoaks financier Guy Hands who is try¬ 
ing to prevent an exodus of talent from 
music giant EMI. 

Hands bought EMI in a near-£4 billion 
deal last year, and this week announced job 
cuts of between 1,500 and 2,000 amid praise 
and controversy after reports that he was 
close to raising £200 million of new money. 

But the Rolling Stones have announced 
their new album Shine a Light will be 
released in March on rival Universal Music. 


MP takes EU protest to No 10 


A KENT MP is heading to Downing Street to 
hand in a petition demanding a referendum 
on the controversial EU treaty. 

Prime Minister Gordon Brown signed up to 
the treaty in December, but the document 
still has to be ratified in Parliament. 

The document is a replacement for the 
abandoned EU constitution, which the 
Government promised a referendum on 
ahead of the last general election. 

Roger Gale, Tory MP for North Thanet, has 
gathered around 3,500 signatures from con¬ 
stituents demanding a referendum, which he 
will deliver on Monday. 

Mr Gale said: “I believe the Government 
should be left in no doubt about the strength 
of public feeling on this issue. 

“This Government promised a referendum 
on a constitution. 

“The treaty is a constitution by another 


name and any honourable administration 
would hold the referendum.” 

Daniel Hannan, Conservative MEP for the 
South East, joined others on Wednesday in 
attempts to delay ratification in the 
European Parliament. 

In a move similar to the American ploy of 
‘filibustering’, Mr Dannan and others sought 
to slow the progress of the legislation by 
insisting every member explained the reason 
for their vote. 

Mr Brown has stated there is no need for a 
referendum on the treaty as Britain’s ‘red 
line’ opt-out clauses had been protected by 
the Government. 

Unlike the previous document, the new 
treaty does not override previous EU agree¬ 
ments but merely amends them. 

References to an EU flag and anthem have 
also been abandoned. 


Job cuts fears 

BUDGET cuts of up to 15 per cent to Kent 
Probation Service have been condemned by 
the union representing probation officers. 

The Kent branch of the National 
Association of Probation Officers said the 
cuts would lead to the loss of 40 frontline 
posts by March, with the prospect of more 
to follow in the next two years. 

A spokesman said: “Kent branch members 
are extremely concerned that the loss of this 
many probation officer and Probation 
Service officer posts will make it impossible 
to fulfil basic duties and the public will no 
longer be adequately protected.” 

He added: “These cuts will severely 
impact upon the ability of the service to 
reduce reoffending, which can only lead to 
more victims of crime. 

“Workload levels of Kent Probation 
Service staff are already at an all-time high 
and these job losses can only exacerbate an 
already serious situation and one in which 
staff will simply be unable to cope.” 


Power cost up 

THE UK’s biggest power provider, British 
Gas, which has tens of thousands of cus¬ 
tomers in Kent, is to put up its prices for 
gas and electricity by 15 per cent. 

The announcement followed increases 
from rival npower, which raised its electric¬ 
ity prices by 12.7 per cent and gas by 17.2 
per cent earlier this month, and EDF 
Energy which put up its electricity tariffs 
by 7.9 per cent and gas bills by 12.9 per cent 
this week. 

British Gas, like the other two, blamed ris¬ 
ing wholesale prices, and added that without 
this price hike it would make a loss this year. 

“In the last six months of 2007, higher 
wholesale gas prices have reduced British 
Gas operating margins to around one per 
cent, and at current wholesale prices would 
be loss making in 2008 without the increase,” 
its owner Centrica said in a statement. 

Age Concern slammed the move.

HIGH above Dover on the 
Western Heights sits the Citadel. 

It currently detains more than 300 men from 
all comers of the world. Many are failed asy¬ 
lum seekers. Some have been arrested for 
working. 

It is illegal for these men to work, but it is 
often that or starve - not much of a choice. 

Whatever the reason, these men are all 
waiting to be ‘removed’ from the UK. 

In fact, there is very little prospect of many 
of them going anywhere. Either their 
embassies refuse to acknowledge their citi¬ 
zenship or have a policy of only returning 
those who indicate they are willing to return. 
These men have not fled their homes lightly. 

Some have spoken out against repressive 
regimes, thereby risking their lives and often 
those of their families. Many men wait inter¬ 
minably, often for more than a year, for travel 
documents that never come. 

The indefinite nature of their incarceration 
and their uncertain future are hard to bear. 

It does not have to be like this. You - any of

us - are in a position to help give the precious 
gift of freedom. How? By offering to act as a 
surety in a bail application.

ly, his country, interesting details about 
everyday life there and why he left.

Kafka 
might feel 
at home 


THE Citadel has capacity for 316 men 
and is “usually pretty full”, according 
to the Dover Detainee Visitors Group, 
writes Peter Boyes. 

The registered charity said the 
detainees come from as many as 80 
countries, including Eritrea, Algeria, 
India, Iran, Iraq, Nigeria, Pakistan 
and Vietnam. 

Alan Ramsay, a committee member 
of the charity, said: “The concentration 
varies according to the political situa¬ 
tion of different countries.” 

The former Army barracks, at 
Western Heights, became an immi¬ 
gration removal centre in April 2002. 
It is one of 10 such centres in the UK. 

Many of those at the Citadel have 
served prison sentences in the UK, 
often for immigration offences, before 
being detained at Dover awaiting 
deportation, said the charity. 

But some detainees cannot be 
deported because their country of ori¬ 
gin refuses to recognise their citizen¬ 
ship, said Mr Ramsay, 73. 

He referred to the ‘Kafkaesque’ 
plight of four Algerians currently held 
in the UK and who have been convict¬ 
ed of various crimes such as stealing 
mobile phones, robbery, having false 
papers and working illegally. 

They want to return to their home¬ 
land, but they have no documents and 
the Algerian government claims they 
have not produced sufficient proof of 
citizenship. 

Lawyers for the men argue the 
Home Office does not have the right 
to hold the men in custody indefinite¬ 
ly as it breaches their right to liberty. 

The Government policy is to only 
detain those for whom deportation is 
“imminent”, reported The Guardian 
newspaper in its coverage of the case. 

At the Citadel, Mr Ramsay said the 
conditions were broadly acceptable. 

Two reports, by the Commission for 
Racial Equality and HM Chief 
Inspector of Prisons, were favourable 
to conditions at the Citadel. 

The inspectorate did raise concerns 
at the lack of a dining hall, with food 
having to be taken on trolleys outside 
to blocks which meant detainees did 
not always get hot meals. 

The Citadel was previously used as 
a borstal and young offenders’ institu¬ 
tion from 1957 to 2002.

PRESSURE is mounting on rail 
operator Southeastern to reveal 
its profits to the public. 

The company, which runs rail services in 
and out of Kent, last week refused to disclose 
how much profit it has made since it began 
running services in April, 2006. 

This is despite receiving huge Government 
subsidies worth hundreds of millions of 
pounds and imposing inflation-busting fare 
increases. 

Following KOS Media’s story, Tory MP 
Roger Gale has raised concerns in 
Parliament about the publicly funded private 
company’s lack of transparency. 

The MP for North Thanet, asked the 
Secretary of State for Transport to reveal how 
much of the company’s income it makes from 
the subsidies and fare hikes. 

Mr Gale said: “Given that the company is 
receiving a considerable sum of money from 
the taxpayer in addition to its fare income 
and given [parent company] Govia’s not 



inconsiderable profits I believe that we have 
a right to know how much of the company’s 
revenue is dependant upon fare increases.” 

In its first year, Southeastern received £135 
million in subsidy and is due to get more than 
£590m by 2013. 

At the start of this year, average fares in 
Kent went up by 6.8 per cent. They are due to 
continue to increase at a rate of inflation plus 
three per cent for the next three years. 

The company generated revenue of 
£552.7m in its first year, but would not dis¬ 
close its profits. 


However, its parent company Govia had 
revenue of over £1 billion in 2006-07 and 
operating profits of more than £66m. 

Stephen Ladyman, the former transport 
minister and Labour MP for South Thanet, 
said he was “surprised” that Southeastern 
had not revealed its profits. 

He said: “I can understand why on the face 
of it people want greater transparency. 

“A public company has certain duties to 
report its profits, but the way the franchise 
system works is more complicated. 

“Southeastern is a subsidiary of Govia, so 
any profit or loss will be subsumed in Govia’s 
report. I’m surprised the profit figure is not 
included in that.” 

Tunde Olatunji, consumer group Passenger 
Focus’ Southeastern spokesman, described 
the subsidies and fare hikes as “serious 
money”. 

He added: “If I’m paying an extra 6.8 per 
cent on my fare, to say nothing of the subsidy, 
I want to know what I’m getting for it. Am I 
getting a good service? 

“Generally, going by performance figures 
then there have been some improvements in 
the overall service, but that is not necessarily 
the case across the whole of the county.”

her newfound freedoms as a cre¬ 
ative artist running her own 
career: “It’s not difficult. Not when 
you’re at the point that I’m at.

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Smoke ban 
‘will close 
down pubs’

MORE and more pubs will be 
forced to close their doors for good 
in the coming months as land¬ 
lords struggle to cope with the 
effects of the smoking ban, KOS 
Media has been told. 

It is now six months since the ban came into 
effect and many pubs are feeling the pinch of 
lost customers and the expected new business 
from non-smokers so far not materialising. 

Godfrey Page, chairman of industry group 
the Guild of Master Victuallers, said he 
expected more pubs to call it a day over the 
next few months. 

Mr Page, from Dover, said: “The casualties 
are going to be more and more, with smaller 
pubs having little opportunity to do anything 
about it. The larger ones will suffer too, but if 
you are making a reasonable profit you can 
take some reductions and still survive, that 
is not the case with a lot of the smaller pubs. 

“This is going to go on. The Government is 
now talking about binge drinking and the 
number units people consume and the health 
lobby is going hell for leather.” 

Mr Page said that any proposals to raise the 
drinking age to 21 were “absolutely crazy’. 

He added: “If you can join the Army and get 
married at 16, it is ridiculous to suggest you 
can’t drink. Silly ideas like that are going to 
make more people drink at home behind 
closed doors.” 

Mo Russell, who has been landlady of the 
Fountain Inn in Maidstone for the last 30 
years, said her business had slowed consider¬ 
ably since the ban came into effect. 

She said: “We don’t get the customers com¬ 
ing in after work as we did and have found 
most people just go to the off-licence for some 
cans and sit indoors, where they can enjoy a 
cigarette with a drink. 

“The way things are going, in 10 years’ time

there won’t be any pubs left. 

“People come to a pub to relax with a ciga¬ 
rette and a drink, now the freedom of smok¬ 
ing has been taken away from people, they 
prefer to stay at home.” 

She said the atmosphere in pubs had been 
ruined. 

She added: “Pubs should have had the 
choice - there should have been non-smoking 
pubs and smoking pubs. 

Impact 

‘We have had to stop our entertainment 
because the poor bloke ended up spending 
most of the evening singing to himself because 
everyone kept going in and out to smoke.” 

Colin Beck, landlord of The Dragoon in 
Maidstone, said his pub no longer puts on 
entertainment due to the impact of the con¬ 
troversial ban. 

He has spent more than £18,000 of his own 
money on an outdoor smoking terrace, decora¬ 
tion and furniture, to accommodate the ban. 

He said: “The Government said this ban 
would bring in new customers who didn’t 
smoke, but where are they? 

“Money has been spent to improve facilities, 
but these new customers haven’t been in yet. 

“It’s the locals who are supporting the pub, 
without them it would be difficult to carry on.”

Senior Tory gives 
pension warning

A TOP Conservative has 
warned it could be years 
before Allied Steel and Wire 
workers finally get their 
pensions. 

Last month, the Government said 
the former steelworkers whose 
schemes collapsed with the 
Sheemess company in 2002 would 
receive 90 per cent of their pensions. 

But during a visit to the county, 
Chris Grayling, the Tory pensions 
spokesman, said that discussions 
between the Government and 
trustees of the pension scheme could 
mean payments are delayed. 

He said: “My hope is they will find a 
way of making payments within 
months. My fear is it could take years 
more for these things to be sorted out. 

“The Department for Work and 
Pensions is too rigid and not making 
payments until protracted conversa¬ 
tions with the trustees are finished. 

“It is important they get a move on 
and make payments to people who 
are suffering from real hardship as a 
result of not receiving their pensions.” 

And he added: “I don’t see any 
reason why they can’t make start

making payments by March.” 

Mr Grayling argued payments could 
be delayed as the Government takes its 
time to assess every claimant’s case. 

He added: (t We should treat the 
pensioners as honest, law-abiding 
people and take their word for it.” 

The Tory MP for Epsom and Ewell 
was speaking after a visit to Ashford 
on Monday to see how Kent County 
Council tackles welfare dependency. 

Andrew Parr, 63, from Minster on 
the Isle of Sheppey, lost his pension 
when ASW collapsed and has been 
fighting to have it restored as part of 
the Pensions Action Group. 


He said the group would not hesi¬ 
tate to restart its protests if the 
Government did not sort the pay¬ 
ments out promptly. 

He said: “I’m cynical of everything 
politicians say, so we will be keeping 
an eye on the Government to make 
sure they’re going as fast as they can.” 

Mr Parr said he hoped the pay¬ 
ments would be made this July. 

Mike O’Brien, Minister for 
Pensions and Reform, told KoS the 
Government’s Financial Assistance 
Scheme (FAS) was working with the 
trustees to make sure payments 
were made as quickly as possible. 

He added: “Many trustees are help¬ 
ful and we’ve forged a good working 
relationship with them. The FAS 
unit is paying everyone it can - more 
than 4,000 people. But we estimate 
there are between 6,500 and 7,500 
people over 65 who could potentially 
be receiving help under the scheme. 

“To reach these people we need 
trustees of FAS-qualifying schemes 
to apply for payments and provide us 
with information on their members. 

“There are still too many schemes 
that haven’t - I’d urge their trustees 
to join in with future workshops so 
together we can increase the number 
of people receiving payments.” 

Tory leader David Cameron 
announced this week he would scrap 
‘gold-plated’ pension schemes for MPs.

Archbishop wades into 
Zimbabwe church row 


THE Archbishop of Canterbury 
has “condemned unequivocally” 
the Zimbabwean authorities for 
disrupting church services and 
intimidating opponents of a 
deposed bishop. 

Dr Rowan Williams has spo¬ 
ken out after reports that police 
had used force to break up serv¬ 
ices held by parishioners who 
refused to recognise the authori¬ 
ty of disgraced former Anglican 
bishop Nolbert Kunonga. 

Mr Kunonga is a close ally of 
president Robert Mugabe and 
supporter of his Zanu-PF party. 

He was deposed as Bishop of 
Harare last December after he 
split from the official central 
African Anglican church body, 
the Province of Central Africa. 
He then set up his own Anglican 


Church of Zimbabwe and 
declared himself archbishop. 

He was replaced in the official 
church by Bishop Sebastian 
Bakare, but police have given out 
leaflets warning parishioners 
that only clergy who recognised 
Mr Kunonga could hold services. 

A statement said: “The 
Archbishop of Canterbury 
stands in solidarity with the 
Province of Central Africa and 
the other loyal Zimbabwean 
bishops in supporting the acting 
Bishop of Harare, Bishop 
Sebastian Bakare. 

“Kunonga’s position has 
become increasingly untenable 
within the Anglican Church, as 
he has consistently refused to 
maintain independence from 
the Zimbabwean Government.”

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Top brass fire salvo at 
‘glamour’ claims over 
Army recruitment ads

KENT’S most senior 
Army officer has reject¬ 
ed as “nonsensical” 
claims that military 
recruitment adverts 
glamorise warfare and 
underplay the risks. 

Brigadier Iain James, in his 
first interview since starting 
his new role as Commanding 
Officer of 2 (South East) 
Brigade, said new recruits 
were aware of the dangers. 

A report commissioned by the 
Joseph Rowntree Trust, con¬ 
cluded the Armed Forces have 
a poor retention record, partly 
because they “promise recruits 
more than they can deliver”.

But when asked if Army 
advertising glamorised com¬ 
bat, Brig James told KOS 
Media: “I don’t think it does -1 
think it’s very realistic. 

“In fact, it shows the true 
nature of service in the mili¬ 
tary. I hardly think it makes it 
seem glamorous.” 

The social welfare trust’s 
report claimed the Army 
underplayed the risks of a 
career in the military. 

It said it used sanitised lan¬ 
guage in promotional literature 
and DVDs. Some brochures do 
not use the words “kill” or “risk”. 


Brig James, 46, added: “If one 
looks at the media exposure we 
have now of our operations in 
Iraq and Afghanistan, I think 
it’s fairly nonsensical to say a 
young man or woman doesn’t 
have an extremely good idea as 
to what a soldier gets up to. 

“To try to say that we’re try¬ 
ing to mislead people is per¬ 
haps a little far-fetched.” 

Nationally, for every two 16 
to 22-year-olds joining the 
Army, one is leaving, according 
to recent figures. 

Brig James said: if We have to 
operate in a difficult recruiting 
environment. We’re competing 
with other employers. 
Historically, the Army would 
have had a big recruiting pool 
of 16, 17-year-olds who now go 
into further education.” 

However, an Army 
spokesman in Kent empha¬ 
sised that recruitment was not 
a problem in the South East. 

Brig James, who has been on 
tours to the Falklands, Kosovo 
and Northern Ireland, said he 
thought British forces would be 
in Afghanistan for the long-term. 

He said: “It is a long campaign 
and success will be measured 
over a considerable period of 
time. Perhaps there is an expec¬ 
tation of quick wins, which 
doesn’t really match reality.” 

Brig James, who lives with his 
wife Helen at Dover Castle, and 
is based at Shomcliffe Barracks 
in Folkestone, said he hoped to 
visit Afghanistan to see troops, 
depending on the “tempo of 
operations” there. It would be 
his first visit to the country. 

Brig James is responsible for 
around 5,000 regular and 
reserve troops from Kent, 
Surrey and Sussex. He is also in 
charge of the Brunei-based 1st 
Battalion The Royal Gurkha 
Rifles, currently in Afghanistan. 

He took over as CO of 2 
(South East) Brigade on 
December 3 from Brig Plastow, 
who has been promoted to 
Commander of Regional Forces. 


Backing for tough 
Forces drug policy 


BRIGADIER Iain James 
defended the Army’s tough 
stance on soldiers caught tak¬ 
ing drugs. 

Last November, it emerged 
that 17 troops from the 
Canterbury-based Argyll and 
Sutherland Highlanders were 
to be dismissed after testing 
positive for drugs. 

The soldiers had just 
returned from a break in the 
Mexican resort of Cancun. 

Brig James said: “Statistically, 
the majority of soldiers who 
have been detected taking drugs 
are dismissed. 


“It’s a policy which has with¬ 
stood the test of time since 
we’ve had it in place. I would 
hope it’s an effective deterrent.” 

He added: “The last thing you 
want to have is young men and 
women operating high-tech, 
dangerous equipment in com¬ 
plex situations who are per¬ 
haps under the influence of 
strange substances. 

“I certainly wouldn’t want to 
have somebody flying my heli¬ 
copter, or driving my car, or 
standing next to me with a 
rifle, just after he stuck a cou¬ 
ple of pills down his neck.”

PENSIONERS faced with swelling 
energy bills falling on their 
doormats may struggle to pay - 
and their plight raises the spectre 
of ill health. 

EDF Energy and npower have both 
unveiled higher gas and electricity prices 
recently - with increases way above the rate 
of inflation - and other energy suppliers are 
expected to follow suit soon. 

But Gordon Lishman, director general of 
Age Concern, said: “Many older people 
already feel they need to cut back on their 
heating to reduce their bill. 

“Fears of higher bills may cause people to 
cut back further, yet this could be putting 
their health at risk. 

“Older people shouldn’t have to worry about 
health versus wealth.” 

He added: “It is really worrying to see such 
big increases in fuel prices. Similar price 
hikes across the board would hit the poorest 
pensioners hardest at a time when many are 
already finding it difficult to make ends meet. 

“Such price increases would push many

thousands more older people into fuel pover¬ 
ty which is already a major concern.” 

He blamed the Government for failing to meet 
fuel poverty targets for vulnerable households. 

He said: “It must work harder to abolish 
fuel poverty and do much more to get vital 
benefits cash to those who need it so that peo¬ 
ple can afford to heat their homes. 

“The Government and energy companies 


must work together to address the problem of 
the huge pressure expensive fuel bills place 
on vulnerable groups.” 

He urged energy companies to put off increas¬ 
es until after the winter quarter as this is when 
older people worry most about fuel bills. 

National Pensioners Convention South 
East secretary Alexandra Barnes said the 
Government’s winter fuel payments will 
make little difference. 

She said: “The prudent pensioner has 
become hostage to not only the oil-producing 
countries but also the overseas-owned British 
utility companies whose profit benefits the 
directors and shareholders overseas. 

“This has a ‘knock on’ effect on the pension¬ 
ers of Kent who pay more pro rata on just 
basic living expenses.” 

Ms Barnes said the convention has been 
fighting “long and hard” for a rise of up to 45 
per cent on the basic state pension so they 
don’t have to worry about claiming lots of dif¬ 
ferent benefits which can be confusing. 

She added: “Our advice to all pensioners is 
to stay warm, turn on their heat and keep 
themselves comfortable. Thousands still die 
from hypothermia every year which is a 
national scandal in this day and age.”

He told Kent on Sunday said he was wor¬ 
ried about the “adultification” of children’s 
football and argued for a back-to-basics 
approach to the game.

“There is a huge amount of competition 
and pressure which has become an accepted 
part of the game now. Nowhere else in 
Europe organises kids’ football in this way.” 

Mr Brennan said he was first motivated to 
tackle the issue after seeing a man run onto 
a pitch, swear at a child and punch a referee 
during a seven-a-side tournament. 

He said the biggest step in tackling the 
problem would be to take children’s football 
out of the hands of the Football Association. 

He continued: “The FA has created this 
monster where adults are scaring children 
away from football. It is putting kids in kits 
and sponsoring them and having leagues 
with relegations and promotions. The whole 
fun aspect has disappeared. 

“What I’m here to do is to establish that 
the children’s game is not the adult’s game. 
You can’t have under-12s playing in goals

the size of [Arsenal goalkeeper] Jens 
Lehmann’s. It is ridiculous.” 

An FA spokesman said the body has a 
range of initiatives to address issues in chil¬ 
dren’s football. 

He said: “The FA is actively developing 
mini-soccer as an option for young players, 
with flexibility on numbers of players per 
team. We are also in the process of introduc¬ 
ing a new structure of age-specific coaching 
qualifications, which are tailored to the needs 
of the 5-11,11-16 and 16-plus age groups. 

“The emphasis at the youngest age bracket 
is on fun, individual development over com¬ 
petition and skills over matches. 

“We are also piloting schemes at grass¬ 
roots level to address the behaviour of over- 
competitive parents and coaches putting too 
much pressure on young players.” 

Mr Brennan is developing the feature- 
length documentary for ITV and it is expect¬ 
ed to be broadcast later this year. 

A five-minute trailer for the film can be 
viewed at www.yourkenttv.co.uk.

Dealing with your requests! 


As you move around the county, you may not 
pay much attention to the bridges and highway 
structures along your route, but at Kent Highway 
services, we recognise their importance and we 
have a team of three inspectors to carry out 
regular inspections. 

As well as bridges, we inspect viaducts, 
pedestrian subways, retaining walls that 
support the highway, pedestrian footbridges, 
tunnels and other structures such as sign 
gantries and chambers in the road. 

We give all structures a general inspection within 
a two year cycle and the information is held on 
a database, so we can identify any changes and 
necessary maintenance. Some structures are 
inspected more frequently; for instance, structures 
that have elements of the bridge in a river, are 
inspected annually by divers and those that are 
prone to flooding are visited every month, to 
make sure they are free from debris or silt. 


When we look at a bridge or other structure, 
we check for various defects including cracks, 
rust, damaged concrete and brickwork and 
generally any significant difference from the last 
inspection. All the conditions are noted and any 
work required to the structure is submitted to 
the highways team to be scheduled. 

We also liaise with service contractors such 
as water and gas suppliers to make sure that 
structures are not damaged when work is being 
carried out and we talk to representatives from 
various organisations such as parish councils 
about any work to structures within 
their area.

There are plenty of routes to choose 
from, but we’d like to suggest some 
of our favourites from time to time, 
starting with the Trans weald 297 that 
takes in towns, villages and 
countryside across the Weald of Kent. 

This route starts in the centre of Tunbridge Wells, just a few yards from 
the popular shopping area and also stops at the train station, if you want 
to join the route there. 

The next stop is the village of Pembury before the route moves out into 
the countryside, through the picturesque villages of Matfield, Brenchley, 
Horsmonden and Goudhurst, where the church offers excellent views 
over the Weald. 

Cranbrook, Golford, Benenden and Rolvenden are also along the route, 
as the bus makes its way to Tenterden. This is a good place to take a 
break as the journey from Tunbridge Wells has taken about 90 minutes 
so far and Tenterden offers a high street lined with independent shops 
and cafes. 

Trans weald 297 completes its journey by travelling through 

Woodchurch (and some journeys divert to serve the Rare Breeds 
Centre), Shadoxhurst and Kingsnorth before reaching Ashford. 
The bus calls at Ashford Designer Outlet Centre and the train 
station before finishing in the town centre.

We’ve had a dedicated team in the Contact 
Centre on call 24 hours a day, 365 days a year 
since April 2005 and last year they handled

Hollywood writer s’ strike jeopardises this yearns ceremony

DANIEL Day-Lewis may be hop¬ 
ing to pick up an Oscar next 
month, but he might not have a 
ceremony to go to if the screen¬ 
writers’ strike continues. 

The prestigious Golden Globe awards 
were reduced to a press conference this 
week because of the ongoing dispute 
between writers and studios, which has 
halted much film and TV production since 
November. 

The writers believe they are entitled to 
royalties for the distribution of their work 
through new media, including the internet 
and mobile phones. 

Mr Day-Lewis, who was raised in 
Greenwich and schooled in Sevenoaks, won 
best actor for his chilling portrayal of an 
oil man in Paul Thomas Anderson’s There 
Will Be Blood. 

Contender 

The 50-year-old has also won several 
critics’ awards, including best actor gongs 
from the National Society of Film Critics 
and the LA Film Critics’ Choice Awards, 
and has been nominated for a Bafta. 

This has made him a strong contender 
for an Oscar at the 80th Academy Awards 
on February 24, although it is feared the 
glitzy ceremony could also be called off if 
the dispute is not resolved.

Mr Greengrass is up for Best Director in 
next month’s Bafta ceremony, to be held at 
London’s Royal Opera House on February 10. 

The film is also nominated in several 
other categories, including Outstanding 
British Film of the Year, cinematography, 
editing, sound and special effects. 


Mr Greengrass faces tight competition in 
the directors’ category, with the Coen 
brothers and Joe Wright both receiving big 
praise for No Country for Old Men and 
Atonement respectively. Both movies are 
also up for the Best Film gong, alongside 
American Gangster, The Lives of Others 
and There Will Be Blood. 

Mr Day-Lewis also faces stiff competi¬ 
tion for the Best Actor prize from George 
Clooney, James McAvoy, Viggo Mortensen 
and Ulrich Muhe. 


Cate Blanchett has been tipped to walk 
away with the Best Actress award for her 
starring performance Elizabeth: The 
Golden Age, the sequel to the 1998 film, 
although Keira Knightley, Julie Christie, 
Marion Cotillard and Ellen Page will give 
her a run for her money. 

Nominees for this year’s Academy 
Awards are announced on January 22.

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‘No blue flag for Viking Bay’

ONE of Kent’s most famous 
beaches looks likely to miss 
out on blue flag status, despite 
improving water quality. 

Southern Water spent millions of 
pounds on a treatment facility near 
Richborough but the symbol of high 
coastal standards may still prove elu¬ 
sive for Viking Bay at Broadstairs 
because of the way results of water 
quality are backdated. 

Tests 

Blue flag status is based on tests car¬ 
ried out on the water by the 
Environment Agency from May to 
September the previous year. 

This means that even if water 
pumped out to sea is cleaner than 
before, a flag is unlikely to fly over the 
bay until 2009. 

Tom Bell, of the Marine Conservation 
Society, said: “In my opinion, Viking Bay 
is unlikely to get a blue flag for summer 
2008 as it failed to meet the standards 
for one in 2007. It’s just the way it 
works.” 

Last year heavy rainfall blighted the 
bay’s blue flag tests. 

Downpours meant that surface water

and run-off from road drains was a key 
factor in the bay’s water being recorded 
as below par. 

The news could be a blow for the 
Broadstairs tourist industry. 

A blue flag giving a true reflection of 
the water quality could be a year late 
and not in place for the coming tourist 
season. 

Many traders believe that a flag is a 
highly important way to attract tourists 
to the town and that without it trade 
can be severely hit. 

Viking Bay is the only stretch of 
Thanet’s coast tested by the 
Environment Agency not to hold a blue 
flag. 

The seven other tested areas all cur¬ 
rently hold a flag and should continue 
to do so now the Weatherlees Hill 
wastewater treatment facility is in oper¬ 
ation. It has greatly improved the qual¬ 
ity of water released into the sea.

A SERIES of pictures by 
photographer Carl Warner 
looks good enough to eat. 

And that’s quite possible, because they 
are all made of food. 

In one landscape shot, smoked salmon is 
used for the sea and sky, with additional 
backlighting to dull the pinkness and give 
an illusion of a deep setting sun. 

Potatoes and brown soda bread take on 
new roles as rocks, pebbles and stone. A 
small boat floating in a bay of a paradise 
isle is pea pod in the picture, which is part 
of his Foodscapes series. 

Mr Warner, 44, from Horsmonden, near 
Tunbridge Wells, said the collection has 
taken years to do and was commissioned 
by advertising agencies across Europe for 
the food industry. 

He said: “Although I’m hands-on with 
my work, I use model makers and food 
stylists to help create the sets. I start with 
a drawing which I sketch out in order to 
get the composition worked out, this acts 
as a blueprint for the team to work to.” 

In a painstaking process, he produced 
the spectacular shots using a series of lay¬ 
ers starting at the front and moving 
towards the backgrounds - all these are 
blended together using computers. 

Part of the reason for each one taking so 
long is that the food quickly wilted under 
the lights - a problem discovered when 
the Skoda cake advert was shot last year. 

Techniques 

Mr Warner, who has a studio in south¬ 
east London, said: “I tend to draw a conven¬ 
tional landscape using classic composition¬ 
al techniques as I need to fool the viewer 
into thinking it is a real scene at first glance. 

“It is the realisation of what the real 
ingredients are that brings a smile and for 
me that’s the best part.” 

He added: “I’ve enjoy the discipline of 
working in a studio, and the spontaneity 
of working outdoors in natural light, as 
you never know what you’re going to get. 

‘With my foodscapes I can now put 
together the knowledge of natural light 
with the control of recreating it in the stu¬ 
dio in order to bring out the colours and 
textures as well as the beauty of a scene.” 

His foodscapes can take around three 
days to build and photograph, plus a cou¬ 
ple more days retouching and fine-tuning 
the images to blend all the elements. 

He spends a lot of time planning each 
image before shooting in order to choose 
the best ingredients to replicate larger 
scale shapes and forms within nature. 

He said: “I find myself staring at vegeta¬ 
bles in supermarkets a lot which may 
make me seem a little odd. However, find¬ 
ing the right shaped broccoli to use for a 
tree is an all-important task. 

“Although there is a fair amount of waste, 
there is a lot of food left over which is 
shared out with the team, though most of 
the food used in the sets have either been 
super glued or pinned and neither of these 
makes for good eating.” 

Next up is a book, which he hopes will 
be enjoyed by both food and art lovers.

It is part of the Think Blue, Not Black cam¬ 
paign, which also aims to raise awareness 
about the amount of recyclable rubbish that 
ends up in landfills. 

Nearly 70 per cent of rubbish currently sent 
to landfill sites could be recycled or composted. 

Medway recycles more than 32 per cent of 
domestic waste, marginally above the national 
average of 32 per cent, but needs to do more to 
meet targets to recycle and compost 40 per 
cent of its waste by 2010/11.

They agreed and the shelter was kept 
open for another week for its 25-30 homeless 
users, closing its doors on Monday morning.

Guilty of false 
horse trading 

A HORSE trader who called himself the 
“Robin Hood of the horse game” has been 
convicted after being exposed by undercov¬ 
er reporters. 

Tom Bonner, of Darenth Hill near 
Dartford, sold a 19-year-old horse to BBC 
reporters claiming it was just nine-years- 
old. 

Bonner was eventually found guilty of 
eight counts of making false trade descrip¬ 
tions to buyers and is now awaiting sentence. 

His case was heard at Dartford magis¬ 
trates’ court and Gravesend county court. 

It came as a result of a BBC South East 
Today expose in autumn 2005, which was 
prompted by complaints to the programme 
from disgruntled customers of Bonner’s.

whether they have a house or whether they 
are homeless.”

Let’s hope that such experiences 
become a thing of the past - in Margate and 
elsewhere too.” 

Jason Walker, who runs the Cliftonville 
centre, said: “Every year we have different 
numbers of users here at the shelter, this 
year it has been about 25 people a night. 

“They spoke to the Bishop Stephen when 
he visited and asked him to see if they could 
have another week and were very pleased 


and grateful to him.” 

He said the centre also helped people in tem¬ 
porary accommodation as they await council 
housing. The Serine Foundation also runs a 
permanent day centre at the Cliftonville site, 
which is used by around 35 people every day.

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Voicemail Saves Lives 


Despite the possibility of a £60 fine and three 
points on their driving licence, many 
motorists in Kent are still breaking the law by 
using a hand held mobile when driving. 



Between the 27th of February 2007, when 
the increased penalty of three points and a 
£60 fine was brought in, and the 30th of 
November 2007, Kent Police issued 3,192 
penalty notices to motorists for using a 
hand held mobile phone while driving. 

The message from Kent Highway 
Services is that all drivers 
should switch off their 
phones before they 
start a journey. 

This eliminates any 
possibility of being 
distracted from 
concentrating on the 
road by an incoming call 
or a text message. You may 
be dying to make or take that call, but is it 
really worth dying for? Voicemail can be 
a lifesaver. 

Handsfree mobile phone kits may be legal 
to use when behind the wheel but are they 
much safer than using a hand held mobile? 

There is evidence to suggest that using a 
handsfree mobile phone kit while driving is 
as dangerous as drink driving. 

Research carried out _ 

by the Transport 
Research Laboratory 
(TRL) for Direct Line 
Insurance shows that 
when a driver uses a 
hands free mobile 
phone while driving, 
their ability to drive is 
impaired more so 
than if they were 
driving at the UK’s 
legal alcohol limit (80mg/100ml). 

The findings have led to FirstGroup, 
one of the largest transport companies, 
enforcing a ban on its 135,000 
employees from using a hands-free 
mobile phone device when driving. 


The research by 
TRL shows that, whilst 
not illegal, using a 
hands-free kit is no 
more acceptable than 
drink driving . 


Although it isn’t against the law to use a 
mobile hands free kit, motorists can still 
be prosecuted if police judge that the 
driver was not in proper control of the 
vehicle. The penalties are the same as 
using a hand held phone - £60 fine and 
three points on your licence. 

In any incident or crash, the use of any 
phone could be justification for the 
charges of careless or dangerous driving. 
The penalties on conviction for such 
offences include heavy fines, endorsement, 
disqualification and, in serious cases, 
imprisonment. Courts are taking a serious 
view in such cases. 

Mobile phones are often sold with 
in-car kits to enable hands-free use. 

This creates a false impression that this 
is somehow safer and therefore more 
acceptable. The research by TRL shows 
that, whilst not illegal, using a hands¬ 
free kit is no more acceptable than 
drink driving. 

Talking on a mobile phone is different to 
having a conversation with a passenger. 

A passenger is aware of the drivers 

surroundings and will 
soon stop the 
conversation when the 
driver needs to negotiate 
a potential hazard such 
as a busy junction. This 
isn’t the case with 
someone on the other 
end of the phone as they 
are not present in the 
vehicle. They could 
continue talking and 
therefore prove a distraction to a driver at a 
crucial moment. 

Using a mobile phone can double the time 
it takes a driver to react to a situation. One 
brief moment checking a mobile while 
driving could be the difference between 




seeing the car ahead breaking or a child 
running into the road. It's quite simple - the 
road deserves your full attention at all times. 

Steve Horton from the Kent Highways 
Road Safety Team says: “The effect it has 
on your concentration levels makes it 
unsafe to use a mobile phone whilst 
driving, hand-held or hands-free. The 
safest thing to do is to switch off your 
phone before beginning a journey and to 
ensure your voicemail service is on for 
people to leave messages. If you need to 
make a call or are expecting to be 
contacted by work, friends or relatives, 
then make regular stops, in a safe place, 
and with your engine switched off.” 

Motorists who continue to break the law 
by using a hand held mobile while driving 
have a good chance of being caught by 
Kent Police as many 
patrols across the 
county now involve 
unmarked cars.

Kent Road Safety 
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Sad story of the 
internet movie

WHEN actress Posy Miller 
was staring into the lens of a 
video camera for a scene she 
thought would never be broad¬ 
cast, she had no idea it would 
be her final performance. 

The 31-year-old was five months preg¬ 
nant with her first son when she was 
struck down with a previously undiag¬ 
nosed case of acute leukaemia and died 
on Christmas Eve, 2002. 

She had been filming a fictional video 
diary for producer Guy Rowland, from 
Tonbridge, which he was pitching to tel¬ 
evision executives in the hope of having 
a series commissioned. 

When Mr Rowland showed the footage 
to Posy’s friends and parents they told 
him it was the stage actress’ best-record¬ 
ed performance, and he was inspired to 
create a film around the scenes. 

Five years on, Sam Jackson’s Secret 
Video Diary has finally been released. It 
is the first fictional film to start principal 
shooting after the death of its main star. 

Mr Rowland, 39, described the process 
as “an extraordinary experience”. 

He said: “We’ve broken every rule 
when it comes to filmmaking. 

Inspired 

“I got to know Posy very well as we 
were making the video diary and I was 
totally devastated when she died. 

‘We had asked her to do it in secret 
because we wanted it all to appear real, 
so her parents and friends had no idea. 

“It was only after meeting them at her 
funeral, showing them the footage and 
seeing their reactions that I was inspired 
to make the film.” 

Mr Rowland then spent the next year 
writing a script that fleshed out charac¬ 
ters mentioned in Posy’s monologues. 
The plot sees Posy go missing, leaving 
only the diary entries behind. 

He then assembled a cast, including 
several actor friends of Posy’s, and began 
shooting, but an unexpected legal prob¬ 
lem left the project on the backbumer. 

Posy’s scenes had never been intended 
to be broadcast and many featured back¬ 
ground music that Mr Rowland had no 
permission to use. 

Finally, all the necessary permissions 
were received and tracks by Radiohead, 
Robbie Williams and Nelly Furtado were 
cleared for use. 

In the meantime, the film had been 
included in the Raindance Film Festival 
in London in 2005, where it was nominat¬ 
ed for a British Independent Film Award. 

Given the length of time between the 
nomination and the music clearance, Mr 
Rowland struggled to get it distributed, 
prompting him to find a novel way to 
release it. 

Inspired by Radiohead’s ‘pay what you 
like’ online release of hit album In 
Rainbows, the film is now available on 
the internet. 

It was released on December 28, just 
over five years after Posy’s death, and 
people can pay whatever they feel is a 
fair price for it. 

The average customer has so far paid 
£5, with 20 per cent of each download 
going to a leukaemia or missing persons 
charity.

THE Kent Lieutenancy, which 
represents the Queen in the coun¬ 
ty, has announced that three new 
members will be joining its ranks. 

Lady Rosemary Clarke, of Stone-cum- 
Ebony, near Tenterden, Brigadier John 
Meardon, and Sir John Mummery, both from 
Canterbury, have become Deputy 
Lieutenants. 

Mother-of-three Lady Clarke is married to 
Anthony Clarke, the Master of the Rolls. 

She became a magistrate in 1987 and was 
then appointed a member of the 
Independent Monitoring Board of the 
Blantyre House prison where she remains a 
trustee of the Vocational Trust. 

Lady Clarke is currently involved in a school 
for girls in Ghana and is a council member of 
the Pestalozzi Village in Sedlescombe. 

Brigadier John Meardon has been the 
Receiver General of Canterbury Cathedral 
for 10 years, having retired as Director of 
Naval Security following a 34-year career 
with the Royal Marines. 

He is chairman of the Royal Marines 
Association Canterbury Branch, the 
Canterbury Choral Society, and is also presi¬ 
dent of the Herne Bay Sea Cadets. 


Sir John, from a Dover farming family, has 
been Lord Justice of Appeal since 1996 hav¬ 
ing spent 25 years in private practice at 
Chancery Bar from 1964, four years as 
Counsel to the Attorney General in Charity 
Matters, eight years as Junior Counsel to 
Treasury, six years as Justice of High Court, 
and three years each as President of 
Employment Appeal Tribunal and as 
President of the Inns’ Council. 

He is a trustee of Wye Rural Museum 
Trust, and is involved in Advisory and 
Disciplinary Commissions and Tribunals of 
Church of England. 

Identity 

The Lord Lieutenant of Kent, Allan Willett, 
welcomed the trio, and said: “They are join¬ 
ing a network of fine men and women whose 
role it is to support the monarchy and cele¬ 
brate Kent, its unique history and culture, 
serve its communities - and contribute posi¬ 
tively to its future. 

“These appointments are important 
because the modernised Lieutenancy plays a 
major role as a potent independent force for 
good in Kent. 

“As the monarchy does nationally, our aim 
is to provide a focus for county identity, unity 
and pride, give a sense of stability, recognise 
achievements, success and excellence, and 
promote service to others.”

Funds boost for disability 
homes adaptation scheme 


DISABLED people in 
Thanet have been given a 
£122,000 boost to pay for 
adaptations for homes. 

The money has been given 
to Thanet District Council 
through the Government’s 
Disabled Facilities Grants 
scheme. 

The council has now 
received £600,000 from the 
Government for 2007-08, 
and is adding £400,000 from 
its own budget. 

The authority had original¬ 
ly applied for £600,000, but a 
higher than expected num¬ 
ber of applications meant it 


had been told it would be 
given £122,000 less. 

The Government has since 
pledged a further £11 mil¬ 
lion for the scheme, meaning 
councils like Thanet can get 
all the money they asked for. 

Stephen Ladyman, Labour 
MP for South Thanet, lobbied 
ministers to pay out the full 
amount and was “delighted” 
they have agreed to do so. 

He said: “These grants are 
not means tested and are for 
people who have a disability 
or who are finding it difficult 
to live independently in their 
own home. 


“By helping them to install 
easy-access showers or other 
facilities they can make a 
huge improvement to some¬ 
one’s quality of life.” 

Cllr Zita Wiltshire, TDC’s 
cabinet member for housing, 
welcomed the cash but said 
the whole scheme was under 
funded. 

She added: ‘We have done 
so much to ensure we are put¬ 
ting resources in to tiy and 
meet the demand in Thanet, 
but there is a limit to what we 
can do. This is a national issue 
that requires more funding 
from a national level.”

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Show leadership 

JUST three weeks into the New Year and 
we’ve had enough bad news to last us quite 
a while - higher energy prices, gloomy 
house market reports, retailers left with a 
Christmas hangover, the credit crunch, the 
bank crisis, the list seems to go on. 

After a honeymoon period as prime 
minister, Gordon Brown looks distinctly 
haggard as he battles one crisis after another. 

Perhaps his Chinese visit might give him 
a feel-good takeaway. But chancellor 
Alistair Darling needs to put down clear 
markers to give confidence he can stabilise 
an economy threatened by recession. We 
need strong leadership from him - now. 

It’s time to act 

WHEN a community loses arts and 
cultural organisations it can be many years 
before they are replaced. 

Because of the spread-out nature of the 
county there are no huge theatres catering 
to large audiences, so we rely on smaller 
venues like the Gulbenkian and Trinity. 

It would be a tragedy for them to have to 
close or scale down their programmes when 
there is plenty of money in the pot. 

New and innovative art forms are to be 
encouraged, but not at the expense of 
something as fundamental to our cultural 
life as the traditional theatre. 

In taxing times 

PREPARE for another rise in council tax 
next week. Kent County Council is to 
announce its budget for the coming year and 
we’ve been warned to expect an increase. So 
expec to hear the usual story about the 
Government short-changing Kent.

EVERY February, Kent 
County Council sets its 
budget, including the 
levels of council tax it will 
take in the coming 
financial year. 

And every year around about 
now, KCC’s Tories say that they 
are “endeavouring to keep the 
council tax increase as low as 
possible”, just as KCC’s Tory 
leader, Cllr Paul Carter, did in his 
recent article for this paper. 

Last year, KCC’s council tax 
demand rose by 4.95 per cent, or 
£45.45 a year for a Band D 
property. It would probably have 
gone higher but for the five per 
cent cap set by the Labour 
Government. At the same time, 
KCC’s Tories decided to raise 
charges for social care; to make 
financial cuts to libraries; to stop 
plastics recycling. They did 
manage, though, to find money 
from somewhere to set up Kent 
TV. And all the while KCC’s 
leader moaned the Government 
hadn’t given Kent enough money. 

Children know when you’re 
about to ask for something big. It 
helps to say “after all, I have been 
good”. 

It’s no coincidence Paul Carter 
wrote an article for this 
newspaper on January 6 praising 
KCC’s performance a few weeks 
before the budget papers will be 
published. 

I think council staff do a lot of 
excellent work across the county, 
especially front line staff, who often

do hard jobs in difficult conditions. 

But KCC’s Tory leadership 
really shouldn’t grab the credit for 
their achievements. 

Nor should the Tories take credit 
for things KCC couldn’t have done 
without help from the Labour 
Government; for example 
Dartford and Gravesham’s 
successful Fastrack scheme, which 
was funded substantially by the 
Government. This is one of many 
infrastructure developments - 
like the Channel Tunnel Rail Link 
- which would be impossible 
without the Government. 

In addition, the Labour 
Government has offered KCC a 
three-year provisional funding 
settlement that is not only above 
the national average for all 
councils, but will also enable the 
council to make use of 
Government-supported borrowing, 
for example to fond more transport 
developments in the county. 

For Kent’s economy to 
strengthen and grow, we need 
people with the right skills. 
Educational performance in Kent 
may be good at key stage four, but 
the vocational training offer is still 
patchy. In any case, school students 
are just one piece in the jigsaw. 


We need to support adults in 
developing their skills, including 
employers and business owners, to 
enable them to compete nationally 
and internationally, taking full 
advantage of Kent’s unique links 
with London and Europe. 

And we need to make sure that 
economic growth is sustainable. 

But the Tory leadership of 
KCC’s record on reducing Kent’s 
environmental impact is... 
rubbish. Lots of rubbish, 
including plastic you might have 
been able to recycle this time last 
year, but that pilot was cut from 
the 2007-08 budget, giving a 
measly £30,000 saving. 

Road traffic is rising across the 
South East, but plans made by 
KCC’s Tories like Towards 2010 
concentrate on making traffic 
move faster rather than reducing 
it. And they don’t see the link 
between environmental and 
social justice issues. 

The Freedom Pass, for example, 
may get children out of car - if 
their parents can afford a £50 fee 
for each pass. What about children 
from deprived backgrounds? What 
about looked-after children? KCC 
won’t even pay its own £50 fee for 
them to access free transport. 



We won’t find out until later this 
month what the Tories want to do 
in the KCC budget 2008-09. On 
the one hand, we should be feeling 
optimistic. 

In autumn 2007 the Labour 
Government gave local authorities 
an outline of the funding available 
to them for the next three years, so 
they could make more stable 
financial plans, and KCC has been 
offered funding that’s above the 
average for all councils. 

On the other hand, KCC’s 
previous record bodes ill for the 
happiness and prosperity of 
Kent’s taxpayers. 

Labour county councillors will 
demand KCC put more money 
into vital front line services, while 
opposing the kind of unjustified 
spending plans that push Kent’s 
council tax up so high year after 
year. We are, unfortunately, in a 
minority in Tory-dominated KCC, 
so whether we’ll meet with much 
success remains to be seen. But 
it’s a fight worth having.

I was pleased to see your police authority 
article in last week’s newspaper, I thought 
the piece was challenging but fair and I 
welcome media coverage for the police 
authority whose work is often, not 
surprisingly, overshadowed by coverage of 
the consistently impressive operational 
work undertaken by Kent’s police force. 

I would, however, just like to clarify a 
few small points for your readers. Last 
week’s article highlighted the authority’s 
expenditure on printing and stationery 
and transport, at £96,000 and £39,000 
respectively. 

When the totals are aggregated up to 
this level I can understand why that 
might raise some eyebrows. The £96,000 
on printing includes the costs associated 
with producing two publications - the 
Policing Kent and Policing Plan magazines 
that are distributed to approximately 95 
per cent of households in Kent and 
Medway. 


The authority is statutorily bound to 
produce and circulate these magazines 
and has consistently received really 
positive feedback from the public. 

Our transport costs include all travel 
expenses for two sizeable groups of 
independent volunteers who provide 
feedback to Kent Police through a variety 
of consultation mechanisms and visit 
custody cells across the county - again 
these activities form part of a police 
authority’s legal responsibilities. 

Finally, I can reassure the Taxpayers’ 
Alliance that the Kent Police Authority is 
far from smug and certainly won’t be 
resting on our laurels. Your article quoted 
the police authority chair directly who 
reiterated that we will continue to aim for 
further improvement and strive to remain 
at the forefront.

Going nuclear at Uklp 

Nigel Farage MEP shows just how out of 
touch he is by claiming that new coal and 
nuclear stations would stop the Romney 
Marsh and Thanet windfarms. 

The former is already being built and both, 
along with all the others, will be supplying 
clean green energy long before any new 
power stations could come on stream, if they 
ever do. 

He also seems to imply windfarms are 
not as entertaining as the proposed plants. 
Well if juggling dirty lumps of coal and 
swinging nuclear fuel rods is his thing, 
then so be it. 

However, it is his and the Government’s 
insistence on forcing the rest of us to 
accept such plants that is both 
wrong-headed and unnecessary. 

Denmark has fulfilled its plans on wind 
energy and is quite happy to export the 
surplus to help elsewhere. 

Electricity storage has also basically 
been solved, just requiring investment to 
develop the technology. 

As regards coal stations, they would still 
emit over 8.4m tonnes of C02 per station, 
per year despite the small improvements. 
Carbon capture tech for them is still years 
away and expensive. Further, Prof James 
Hanson the leading US climate scientist, 
recently took the near unprecedented step 
of writing to Gordon Brown to warn him 
off any new stations due to the risks. 

As for nuclear, the new stations would 
not be ready in time to help with the 
climate change that is already happening 
or the oil price rises. 

The downsides of such technology 
includes the ongoing bankruptcy of the 
industry; British Energy bailed out with 
£3 billion already and despite ministerial 
denials, we would likely end up paying for 
the new build as well. Think Northern 
Rock.

Old John Bull was about to get his pot of 
gold. 

After 47 years of toil, paying loads of tax 
and national insurance, with not a day on 
the dole, he was about to get his state 
pension of £87 per week (one of the lowest 
rates in the EU some ungrateful person 


said). 

But at least Gordon the grabber had 
pledged an annual increase - even if the so- 
called official inflation figures bore no 
resemblance to reality. 

The leader of Kent County Council, Paul 
Carter, a politician, a property developer and 
servant of the people, had told Old JB that 
his council tax would have to go up yet again 
this year - well in excess of his pension 
increase. 

Spin City’s chief executive, another servant 
of the people (salary £100,000 plus expenses 
annually) would have told Old JB the same 
had he not been on gardening leave for over a 
year. 


Still, no doubt there will shortly be a great 
deal of hand-wringing from the politicians of 
Spin City who will give us the good news 
(remember the ‘good news budget’ before?) 
about our tax increase. 

In Parliament our worthy MPs, our elected 
representatives and servants of the people 
(£60,000 salary, £120,000 expenses annually 
plus platinum plated pension) seem more 
intent on voting themselves further salary 
and expenses increases than worrying about 
the plight of Old JB and the others at the 
bottom of the pile. 

Old JB had to laugh - the candidates for 
MP were scratching each others eyes out and 
kissing babies’ bottoms to become selected 
and elected, and yet as soon as they get their 
feet under the table they moan they are 
underpaid. 

If only the electorate could determine their 
remuneration. What a grasping bunch they 
are. If the pay was so poor, how comes so 
many will go to almost any lengths to snatch 
the seats of so few? 

Old JB could only marvel at the greedy, 
grasping ways of his servants and betters. 
When will the gravy train ever end? 

When will the taxpayers, pensioners and 
those at the bottom of the pile ever get a fair 
deal?

EDEN DEVELOPMENT IS PARADISE 

A former disused granary on land owned by the Great Stone Bridge Trust has been 
transformed into a development of 10 modern apartments overlooking the River Eden 
in Edenbridge.

Developers set their 
sights on Ebbsfleet

New international rail station looks set to have major impact on land prices

The impact of the new 
Ebbsfleet International 
railway station is expected 
to have a major boost on 
land prices in the area as 
transport links improve and 
developers seek sites for 
new houses, according to 
Kent property experts RPC 
Land and New Homes. 

In two years time, commuter 
times into London will be 
significantly slashed, increasing 
the attractiveness of the 
surrounding area and resulting in 
house prices rising faster than 
other parts of the county. The 
station is now open and means 
passengers can travel on Eurostar 
trains to Paris in just over two 
hours. 

From 2009, the introduction 
of high-speed services, which will 
mean a journey of 20 minutes into 
St Pancras as well as quicker 
commutes elsewhere across North 
and East Kent, are encouraging 
property investors and developers 
to focus on these areas. 

With the area set for major 
regeneration now could be the 
time for landowners to consider 
selling their plots for 
redevelopment according to RPC 
Land Director Mark Byatt. 

He said: “The effect on 
property means prices rising to 


levels previously not seen with 
new home sales achieving close to 
£300 per square foot. 

“The effect on the local 
economy will be significant with 
an increasing population drawn to 
the area for employment 
opportunities as well as looking 
for fast journey times by train to 
London and the continent. 

Although it’s nearly two 
years until the new faster services 
come online, that is a blink of an 
eye in terms of planning and 
building new developments.” 

Derelict 

He added: “Landowners 
should seriously be considering 
whether they can afford to sit on 
unused or derelict land when there 
is such demand for sites. Owners 
of commercial land may also be 
unaware of the potential of their 
sites. 

Businesses such as garages, 
hotels or car showrooms which 
may be struggling or under- 
performing can give themselves a 
very worthwhile financial boost 
by having their premises looked at 
by a professional. 

“All or part of their plots 
may be suitable for 
redevelopment at a time when the 
market is keen to find new sites. 

“To maximise the potential 
for any land or plot, professional 
advice should be sought at an 
early stage.”

Fortunes 
set to be 
reversed 
in 2008 

The next 12 months look likely to 
be a reversal of 2007 for the new 
homes property market in Kent, 
according to experts RPC Land 
and New Homes. 

2007 saw prices for new 
homes continue to rise and the 
market remained buoyant through 
the summer before experiencing a 
slow down towards the end of the 
year. On the supply side, due to a 
dwindling stock of good brownfield 
sites available for building, there 
continued to be fierce competition 
between developers over sites, 
which in turn meant land prices 
stayed strong. 

RPC Land and New Homes 
Managing Director Peter Randall 
said he expected a slightly 
different situation in 2008, adding: 
“In the last year, the market has 
been quite tough for developers 
but they are still very hungry for 
land and desperate to purchase 
good sites and that will continue 
into 2008 and beyond. 

“2007 saw the new homes 
market start well and then slow 
down. I expect that to change 
around in 2008 with perhaps a 
slow start followed by an upturn 
later in the year. I believe next 
year we will see more housing 
associations involved with 
developments in Kent to meet 
affordable housing numbers and I 
think eco-friendly developments 
will also become more common. 

“There is also a growing trend 
in some parts of the county for 
planners to look for more family 
housing reversing the trend over 
the past few years for higher 
density developments such as 
flats. I would expect developers to 
follow suit and look to provide 
more two, three and four-bedroom 
properties, which are very much in 
demand in current market 
conditions.

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Kia’s drive to Proceed 
features mix of tricks 


KIA has learned the tricks of 
European car makers astonish¬ 
ingly quickly and conjured a few 
surprises of its own. 

We will see proof of this when the Kia 
Proceed arrives in February; it is the 
three-door spin-off from the Korean mar¬ 
que’s five-door Ford Focus rival, the Ceed. 

But in the best European practice of now 
creating different identities for three and 
five-door versions of the same car, the 
Proceed has a leaner and sportier look - 
certainly enough to justify the name 
tweak, set to take on extra significance 
when a hot version arrives later.

Kia’s own extra spin is to slap the same 
seven-year warranty on the Proceed as it 
did with the Ceed itself, at a time when 
three years is still the norm in the UK 
and Europe. 

The Proceed is longer, lower and lighter 
than its five-door sister car, but built in 
the same state-of-the-art factory in 
Slovakia - just over the border from a 
twin plant in the Czech Republic produc¬ 
ing the Ceed/Proceed sister model, the 
i30, for Kia’s owner Hyundai. 

The new Proceed’s extra length is due to 


a longer snout, shallower grille, different 
headlamps, a wider and lower bumper 
with prominent lip spoiler, a deeper air 
intake and larger fog lights. 

The car’s racier profile comes from a 
shallower windscreen, 30mm lower roof 
and the longer doors required of a three- 
door hatch. 

All versions have a prominent exhaust 
pipe to go with the sporty style and buyers 
will be offered a Sports Pack comprising 
17-inch alloys, stiffer dampers, ‘tyre-track’ 
pattern fabric and silver stitching, alloy 
pedals and stainless-steel door-scuff plates. 

Inevitably, the three-door layout has 
forced a compromise: so while rear head¬ 


room is good for this sector, Kia has fixed 
the rear seat cushion so that the backs fold 
onto it rather than fully flat. 

However, it will have the same array of 
five Euro4-emission compliant engines 
already offered on the existing Ceed and 
estate models, with the 1.6 diesel likely to 
be the pick.

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Car sales in 2007 drive 
away gloomy forecasts

DOOM laden forecasts for the 
economy in 2007 failed to prevent 
the car industry from posting a 
welcome 2.5 per cent rise in regis¬ 
trations over the previous year. 

The 2.4 million total prompted cautious opti¬ 
mism from the industry with 2008 expected to 
register a slight drop to 2.34 million cars. 

Dealers’ spokesperson Sue Robinson of the 
Retail Motor Industry Federation said: “The 
increase in new car sales in 2007 shows that 
consumer confidence weathered the economic 
storms, but interest rates must come down in 
2008 for this level of demand to continue.” 

Demand 

Chiefs at the industry’s Society of Motor 
Manufacturers and Traders (SMMT) were more 
positive with chief executive Paul Everitt say¬ 
ing: “There is little sign that the US credit crisis 
or rising fuel prices have affected demand and 
we foresee only limited changes through 2008. 

The UK economy currently remains resilient 
and the new car market is ultra-competitive. 
Car makers will continue to fight hard for every 
sale and consumers will benefit from unprece¬ 
dented choice and excellent deals.” 

Despite calling on the Government and Bank of 
England to help combat high interest rates, the 


RMTs Robinson was realistic about the buying 
pattern for 2008: “Smaller family cars and super¬ 
minis will be high on the agenda, as families look 
for vehicles which are more economical to run and 
are more positive for the environment.” 

Economy and ‘green-ness’ are already influ¬ 
encing UK registrations: the more fuel-efficient 
and clean diesel engine - modem diesels emit 
95 per cent less soot than 15 years ago - took a 
record 40.2 per cent of new car sales in ‘07, 
while ‘supermini’ and small family car demand 
rose by 17,729 and 25,084 emits respectively. 

The average new car C02 figure also fell again, 
down 1.4 per cent year on year to 164.9 g/km and 
adding to a 13.1 per cent drop since 1997. 


More significant for the year ahead though 
was: a 5.3 per cent increase in new cars sold 
with sub-120g/km C02 emissions - the highest 
ever and 2.5 times the rate recorded in 2002. 

Under 140g/km models claimed 23.3 per cent 
of sales in 2007, almost six times the rate 
recorded in 1997. 

Despite a healthy upturn in fortunes overalls, 
some motor brands will be glad to see the back 
of 2007; Jaguar/Daimler saw sales plummet 19 
per cent against a backdrop of uncertainty as 
owner Ford decided to sell the company, 
Renault and Japanese partner Nissan also lost 
sales (8.17 and 3.95 respectively). 

Chrysler and Jeep’s lost volumes (20.98 and

8.69 respectively) look grim too until you recall 
that Chrysler Group has concentrated on 
launching the Dodge sister brand (up 51.39 
per cent). 

Korean partners Hyundai and Kia will be dis¬ 
appointed by 16.36 and 17.99 falls, but both are 
amid rapid and dramatic range updates - the 
decline is likely to be short term. 

Of the winners, the star was Audi with a 
17.98 increase in sales that can only soar fur¬ 
ther in 2008 with the launch of the all-new A4 
model. However, like its rival BMW (up 5.15 per 
cent), it may worry that new ubiquity could 
soon contradict its exclusive image. 

BMW’s MINI arm had a stunning year too 
(up 25.36) and General Motors also had a good 
one; key brand Vauxhall recorded a healthy 
9.83 rise and value brand Chevrolet shot up 
27.64, but this was from a low base. 

The same could be said of Italy’s Alfa Romeo 
- the 40.12 per cent increase looks good until 
assessed against modest sales of 7,355 and a 
.31 per cent market share.

JeepPatriot 


JEEP has an all-new entry model 
that upholds the finest 4x4 tradi¬ 
tion of the brand and is so cheap 
that even would-be buyers of every¬ 
day family hatchbacks should 
check it out. 

Admittedly, it is saddled with a gormless 
name: Patriot does not evoke an awful lot to 
UK buyers apart from reminding them of how 
villainously we Brits were portrayed in Mel 
Gibson’s 2000 film The Patriot. 

Set during the American War of Independence, 
when the colonists had a problem with our tea, 
it was an equally dubious historical account, 
which followed Gibson’s blockbuster Braveheart, 
aka Fanciful Variations on the Life of William 
Wallace. 

Then again, British buyers offended by the 
new Jeep’s connection with the Aussie star 
turned US citizen, might forget it when faced 
with the Patriot’s incredible £15,995 lead-in 
price - not that the 2.4 petrol entiy model is 
worth dwelling on. 

Better to stump up an extra grand and take 
a demo drive in the entry level diesel version, 
the 2.0CRD Sport, as tested here.

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With a Volkswagen-sourced turbodiesel and 
slick six-speed manual gearbox, this model can 
be hustled along brilliantly on-road and - as I 
found at last year’s launch event - tackle seri¬ 
ously tough terrain by using the fully-lockable 
‘Freedom Drive’ four-wheel drive transmission. 

It is not in the same league as Jeep’s bigger 
kit, such as the legendary Wrangler or the 
chunky Commander, but it does not shame the 
brand - not bad for a proper 4x4 selling for the 
price of a well-spec’d family hatch and capable 
of delivering a decent drive and a smooth ride. 

Nevertheless, it is more likely to be men¬ 
tioned in the same breath as the budget 4x4s 
in our list of possible rivals, though few of 
these match the Patriot’s all-round ability on 
and off road. 

It is also likely to prove long-lived; Jeep’s 
Chrysler Group parent claims the newcomer 
is one of the best-built cars it has ever pro¬ 
duced, thanks to a quality drive launched 
during its now defunct merger with the 
DaimlerBenz Group. 

At the same time, the interior is well below 
par for the sector. Admittedly, the durability 
of plastics used and the way the dashboard 
and door trimming fits together is far superi¬ 


or to the awful job done on Chrysler Group’s 
Dodge Caliber - a car to shun now that the 
Patriot has arrived - it still looks tacky com¬ 
pared with European, Japanese and even 
Korean rivals. 

Looking on the bright side though, I can see 
that the materials used make it easier to 
remove the chocolate and sticky sweets, plus 
juice and wee stains that have disfigured our 
ageing Toyota RAV-4 ‘kiddie wagon’. 

Practical 

The layout is fairly practical too, with lots of 
stowage bins and cup holders and even a flip-up 
MP3 player slot in the armrest, conveniently 
situated for plugging into the centre console’s 
12v socket. 

The seats are mounted high despite the 
Patriot’s comparatively modest height for this 
class and also comfortable, with enough later¬ 
al support for yomping across the rough stuff. 

However, the car is more 4.5-seater than 
full five-seater, even if the utilitarian 4x4 
estate styling delivers good rear legroom and 
headroom. 

Boot space is also restricted by the extra 
transmission and underfloor spare, but folding 



the 60/30 split rear seats opens up lots of load 
carrying flexibility. 

Yes, the Patriot is a pugnacious character, 
but it is not going to break the bank and 
while demand for full-size 4x4s is reeling 
under the onslaught of spiralling fuel prices 
- and the heated ‘green debate’ it makes a 
convincing alternative - it looks the part 
while averaging 40mpg.

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Cross-Channel 
services buoyed 
by rising figures

DOVER’S battle of the cross- 
Channel ferry services has hotted 
up as all three major operators 
ride a multi-million pound wave of 
big increases in capacity to meet 
rapidly rising demand. 

SeaFrance has just bought a new vessel to 
replace two of its current six, P&O has added 
another ship to its service and is planning two 
more - all joining Norfolkline’s three brand 
new purpose-built ships. 

There’s a new surge of passengers using the 
routes as many go green trying to avoid flying 
and shying away from the hassle of airport 
queues and delays. 

French company SeaFrance is buying a 
high performance ferry, yet to be renamed, 
from French ferry company SNCM so it can 
offer its largest fleet capacity to date. 

Built in 2002 and with a top speed of 27.1 
knots, the ship, currently known as the Jean 
Nicoli, will be in service for this summer sea¬ 
son following a refit. She will eventually 
replace the SeaFrance Renoir and the 
SeaFrance Manet and will offer a total capac¬ 
ity more than the combined capacity of the 
two outgoing vessels. 

Robin Wilkins, SeaFrance’s managing 
director, said if the company had wanted 
a new ship built it wouldn’t have got into 
service until 2011 due to heavy demand in the

shipbuilding industry. 

Meantime, during December SeaFrance 
carried more than 55,000 cars, beating the 
previous highest-ever December total of 
53,000 cars in 1996. 

A spokeswoman said: “As savvy Brits trav¬ 
elled to France to stock up on Christmas food 
and drinks, two of the busiest periods were 
Friday afternoon on December 21 and all day 
on Saturday, December 22, when our ferries 
were full on all crossings for vehicles, passen¬ 
gers and freight.” 

Determined 

SeaFrance’s car volume during the whole of 
December was up 16 per cent year-on-year, 
while passenger traffic was up 8 per cent. Its 
2007 totals showed a 13 per cent increase 
for car volumes and six per cent increase for 
passenger volumes, compared with 2006. 

P&O - because of its company status - 
chooses not to give out figures which it says 
hands sensitive information on a plate to com¬ 
petitors, but it is obviously doing well enough 
to add a seventh ship on its cross-Channel 
route, and is in the final stages of ordering two 
more brand new vessels. 

Brian Rees, head of press and public 
relations, said: “Dover-Calais is our biggest 


operation by far with a fleet just raised to seven 
ships. We had five multi-purpose ships - freight 
and passengers - and now two dedicated 
freight ships.” 

Freight is obviously a growing market - 
when Deutsche Bahn AG, Europe’s leading 
railway company and number two in the 
international freight forwarding and logistics 
sector, and English Welsh & Scottish Railway 
Holdings Limited (EWS), Britain’s largest rail 
freight operator, linked up last year they said 
freight was due to increase three-fold. 

Mr Rees added P&O couldn’t be “too blase 
about Eurostar, or the airlines come to that”, 
but its market is first and foremost people 
travelling with vehicles. He said the firm has 
noticed a new category of customers who are 
determined to avoid flying. 

“Anybody in transport is going to hit opera¬ 
tional problems from time to time, but the air¬ 
line experience has reached a point where 
people are switching their holiday habits 
purely to avoid getting on a plane. 

“There might be an element of environmen¬ 
tal consideration in that, but first and fore¬ 
most it’s the palaver of airports and planes. 

“At the turn of the year air travel was 
getting blanket news coverage for all the 
wrong reasons. It all drives people to us, and 
if we’re smart we retain them.” 

He added: “Thankfully, we’re seeing a 
change of attitude by consumers away from 
price, price, and price towards a more bal¬ 


anced view of what you get for your money.” 

Norfolkline, the exclusive Dover- Dunkerque 
passenger ferry operator, has made the biggest 
single multi-million pound investment of any 
operator on the Channel routes from Dover 
in recent years, by introducing three new 
purpose-built ferries to its service. 

Each state-of-the-art Scandinavian ship - 
the Maersk Dunkerque, Maersk Delft and 
Maersk Dover - has capacity for 220 cars, 780 
passengers and up to 120 freight vehicles and 
the company’s passenger service is exclusive 
to motorists with no foot passengers or coach 
parties. 

Beleagured airlines are finding it increas¬ 
ingly hard to compete. 

For example, the new Eurostar rail service 
not only offers city-centre to city-centre con¬ 
venience, but faster overall journey times 
when check-in times and travelling to and 
from the airports are taken into account. 

Heathrow’s Terminal 5, the biggest free¬ 
standing building in the UK and its two satel¬ 
lites - one of which is the same size as 
Terminal 4 - is on target to open in March, 
but congestion and delays at the UK’s busiest 
airports are prompting multinational compa¬ 
nies to consider other European hubs, accord¬ 
ing to a study by the Association of Corporate 
Travel Executives (ACTE).

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Energy suppliers expected 
to follow npower’s increase 


IT’S a gas, gas, gas - the hit song 
by Kent-born Rolling Stones Mike 
Jagger and Keith Richard might 
soon jar with county’s energy users 
facing a gas price explosion by 
Easter. 

One of the nation’s top energy market 
experts says that other suppliers are expected 
to follow npower in putting up prices this 
winter - and the county will be a more 
expensive place by spring. 

Mark Todd, director at price comparison site 
energyhelpline.com, said: “Customers in Kent 
have suffered badly from npower’s recent 
move to regional gas pricing.” 

Overall, npower customers in the county and 
the surrounding region suffered the fourth 
largest prices rises out of the nation’s 14 
regions (see table). 

He said Kent npower customers have seen 
their gas prices go up by 22 per cent as 
opposed to the average increase of 17 per cent 
for the UK. 

“Other suppliers are expected to follow npow¬ 
er’s lead this winter, and if so, unfortunately 
Kent will become a much more expensive place 
to buy mains gas by Easter. We don’t think it is 
fair as you cannot move your home.” 

Transparency 

But he said it’s not all gloom and doom 
because at the moment Kent has the cheapest 
typical energy bills in the country (see table). 

And by switching to your cheapest supplier 
in Kent you can typically save a further £199 
or 21 per cent. This would bring your bill down 
to £731 or just £60 a month - one of the cheap¬ 
est prices in the UK. 

The gas companies blame varying regional 
distribution and infrastructure costs for the 
new price discrepancies, but consumer groups 
say they are simply imposing higher increases 
in areas where customers are most loyal. 

Paul Green, chief executive of energy- 
helpline.com said: “This year, the vast 
majority of energy companies are expected to 
implement a strategy where they will charge 
far more in regions where they have a 
monopoly, to capitalize on their competitive 
advantage and maximize their profits and 
market share.”

He said this will create a “huge disadvan¬ 
tage” for customers living in those regions. 

“Companies are taking advantage of the fact 
that most customers (53 per cent) habitually 
stay with incumbent suppliers, the more vul¬ 
nerable households are in danger of falling 
into energy poverty. 

“The number of people currently fuel impov¬ 
erished is expected to rise to three million this 
year as a result of this pricing strategy. 

“The regulator must secure greater trans¬ 
parency from companies to protect consumers 
from unfair discrimination because of where 
they live.” 

Npower says the price differences reflect the 
varying costs involved in piping gas to differ¬ 
ent parts of the country and says its rivals will 
be forced to follow suit. 

But campaigners believe regional pricing 
would effectively ‘penalise’ those living far 
away from a coastal gas terminal or in an area 
with old Victorian pipes. 

People in Scotland will emerge as the 
winners from any regional scheme as they live 
closest to the major pipeline that comes in 
from the North Sea at St Fergus. 

Until npower made its move last week, the 
only suppliers to use regional pricing for gas 
were Scottish Power and Scottish and 
Southern Energy, with customers in north¬ 
west England paying about £60 a year more 
than those in Scotland. 

Mr Green said following npower’s action, 
half of the major suppliers have now adopted 
a regional pricing model and if British Gas 
follows suit the great majority of consumers 
will be subject to potential discrimination 
according to where they live.

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Check your 
trusts before 
it’s too late

A QUICK reminder about trusts would 
be appropriate this week as we have a 
deadline looming for those involved. 

Flexible trusts (which can include life 
policies) created before March 22, 2006 
have until April 2008 to make changes, 
without triggering a switch to a new taxa¬ 
tion regime. 

Under the old regime there would be a 
‘default beneficiary in a flexible trust. This 
means that subject to no changes being 
made, the default beneficiary would bene¬ 
fit from the trust. 

We refer to this as the default beneficiary 
having the ‘interest in possession’ and it is 
no surprise that people sometimes refer to 
these trusts as ‘interest in possession trusts’. 

Flexible trusts do however contain 
powers that enable the trustees to 
appoint away from the default beneficiary 
and give other potential beneficiaries 
the interest in possession, eg change the 
default beneficiary. 

A good example of this is where someone 
has set up a trust with their children as 
default beneficiaries and grandchildren as 
potential or ‘discretionary beneficiaries. 

After a period of time the family may 
decide the children have enough money of 
their own and they may wish to change 
the default position to the grandchildren. 

Such a switch of default beneficiary after 
April 2008 will bring the trust into a new 
taxation regime, which for some trusts 
will not be a problem if they are small, 
but for others, particularly those over the 
current IHT Nil Rate Band, could be tax 
penal compared to the old rules. 

If you have set up a trust, if you are the 
beneficiary of a trust, please make sure 
you know what type of arrangement it is 
and whether you should be considering 
changes now or whether it is safe to let the 
trust remain as it is.

That’s what 
you do in pubs - but Sigmund 
Romberg’s song of the same name 
from his Student Prince operetta 
would certainly go down particu¬ 
larly well in one Tunbridge Wells 
watering hole. 

It’s a restored opera house - and it’s staging 
its second opera next month, not quite among 
the handpumps, but certainly to packed houses. 

Owner JD Wetherspoon has sold out all four 
performances of Mozart’s Cosi fan Tutte to 
be staged by Tunbridge Wells-based opera 
company, opera by definition. 

There will be a cast of six, together with 
chorus and orchestra, and the comic opera will 
be performed in English with members of the 
audience seated in the main section of the pub 
as well as in the circle. 

The pub, called, naturally, The Opera House, 
in Mount Pleasant Road, originally opened as 
a theatre in 1910 and was empty for several 
years before Wetherspoon spent £1.5 million 
converting and reopening it in 1997.

QUESTIONS AND ANSWERS 


As part of our Talking Business 
series, KoS puts some questions 

to Peter d’Aguilar, marketing 
chief of a management team right on 
the front line of dealing with a wide 
range of stakeholders from the 
Government to people of all ages... 



STAKEHOLDER is a fairly new 
term on the management block - 
shareholders used to be the only 
people who counted in a firm, apart 
from capitalists and workers of 
course. Now all those who used to 
be on the sidelines are centre stage. 

A stakeholder is any person or organisation 
involved in a particular business and today no 
firm or organisation can ignore its wider social 
accountability and transparency. 

Stakeholder relations have taken over from 
shareholder relations - with many firms using 
it as a promotion platform pushing integrity 
and corporate responsibility 

Nowhere is the concept more visible than 
with a commercial operation dealing with the 
Government, the sensitive physical environ¬ 
ment and the public direct - and such is the 
case with the team running Bedgebury Forest 
near Goudhurst. 

The core ‘business’ is a 2,000-acre forest in 
an Area of Outstanding Natural Beauty, 
containing the National Pinetum, the finest 
collection of conifers on one site in the world. 

Their ‘holding company is the Government- 
run Forestry Commission and their other 
stakeholders include a growing number of 
visitors, local residents, botanists from around 
the world, other well-known botanic sites, such 
as Kew, revenue-generating on-site event 
organisers and the media. 

To say they tread egg-shells is an under¬ 
statement. But, under the direction of partner¬ 
ship manager David Hiscock, they’ve just 
embarked on a rather daring stakeholder 
management strategy of direct consultation 
with local people and other concerned 
individuals and groups. 

Key issues are the volume of cars using the 
narrow, minor roads going through local vil¬ 
lages and car parking - how to cope with grow¬ 
ing numbers and not encroach on the forest. 

Recently, a large group of local people met 


Mr Hiscock and his team in the second of reg¬ 
ular such meetings to talk about possible 
developments, including an upcoming plan¬ 
ning application related to car parking. 

Bedgebury has brought in experts to work 
out a car parking strategy. 

Mr Hiscock said he was not actively trying to 
increase numbers but he could not stop people 
coming to the forest. He wanted them to park 
as quickly and safely as possible, without 
inconvenience to local people. A tall order. 

Marketing and communications officer Peter 
d’Aguilar afterwards said that there are 
various sources of funds, but it will be some 
time before Bedgebury breaks even. 

Concerts have become a regular feature and 
there are franchises on-site, such as Go-Ape, 
and other ventures are being considered. 

But costs are high - the Pinetum alone costs 
around £400,000 a year to maintain. 

I put some questions to Mr d’ Aguilar: 

Q How does the link with the Forestry 
Commission work? 

The Forestry Commission is expanding 
its role from being a timber producer as 


a way of raising cash to being a provider of 
recreational facilities. 

So we have to keep the balance between 
conservation and the environment and the 
interests of local people living near our forest, 
with generating enough income to cover the 
costs of maintaining, for example, the national 
collection of conifers. 

Looking at the income for Bedgebury we 
have car parking, which is £6 per car, 
and which we have purposely kept reasonable 
in terms of other visitor attractions so that 
we can make it accessible to people of low 
income. 

We also have an obligation to provide facili¬ 
ties for people to get out and take exercise, 
especially people who haven’t got any other 
option to do that if, for example, they’re on low 
incomes or people with disabilities and the eld¬ 
erly and very young. They might have a prob¬ 
lem finding the facilities for exercise and 
healthy activity elsewhere. 

Our major funder in recent years has been 
Sport England - part of the National Lottery - 
which has contributed more than a £1 million 
towards creating the business centre, putting 


in cycle tracks and adventure equipment. 

The Forestry Commission match-funded 
that, and we’ve also had support from the 
Friends of Bedgebury and private and institu¬ 
tional donors as well. 

We have to look everywhere and anywhere - 
whether Government bodies or private 
enterprise. 

Q Your approach has to be sensitive from a 
stakeholder point of view, how does this 
affect your management strategy? 

It is something we have to do both at local 
level and also at national level. The 
Forestry Commission as a whole has a 
fundraising team which produces national 
initiatives, and they have a trickle-down effect 
on sites like Bedgebury. 

We can do a certain amount independently 
of that to interest local businesses and other 
potential local income streams through, for 
example, tourism bodies. 

I think one very import point to take into 
account is that we have had around a quarter 
of a million people a year over the last couple 
of years, enjoying themselves enormously and 
getting a lot of benefit in terms of physical 
well-being. 

We have had a very small percentage of that 
number who have rejected what is going on - 
not all of which has been for valid reasons. 

The reason for having a meeting like this is 
to try and lay to rest some of the concerns and 
to open up a two-way discussion. 

This is an evolving site - it has only been a 
major visitor attraction for basically two years, 
so we are learning a lot. 

We have coped pretty well with the increased 
numbers although there are lots of things in the 
pipeline to make the process better. 

We can’t stop people coming in, and we 
wouldn’t want to, because it is a wonderful 
local facility for people to use. 

It has tapped a real need and we want to 
build on that and also take into account 
people’s concerns.

Important changes 
to employment law 
are on the horizon 


RED tape is one of the biggest 
headaches of all business owners, 
especially small to medium firm 
bosses, and the good news is that 
there is no major piece of employ¬ 
ment legislation due to come into 
force in 2008 . 

The bad news is that, as ever with employ¬ 
ment law, there are important changes in the 
pipeline that employers should be aware of. 

Here Petra Venton, a solicitor at Cripps 
Harries Hall LLP Tunbridge Wells office, high¬ 
lights the key employment legislation coming 
in during this year and 2009: 

• The Employment Simplification Bill is due 
to get royal assent by the end of the summer and 
come into force during 2009. This will repeal 
the statutory disciplinary and dismissal proce¬ 
dure and the statutory grievance procedure. 
Many employers will be pleased and relieved 
by the removal of these statutory procedures. 

However, it is planned to replace them with 
measures to encourage early and informal res¬ 
olution of workplace disputes. It is proposed 


that the Employment Tribunal will retain a 
general discretion to increase an employee’s 
compensation by up to 25 per cent if an 
employer has unreasonably failed to comply 
with the relevant statutory code. 

Similarly, the Employment Tribunal will be 
able to reduce an employee’s compensation by 
25 per cent if they fail to comply with the rele¬ 
vant statutory code. The details of what will 
replace the current statutory procedures are 
not yet available. 

Benefits 

• The Employment Bill also includes provi¬ 
sions to strengthen the national minimum 
wage regime and amend trade union laws. 

• The Information and Consultation of 
Employees Regulations 2004 already apply to 
larger employers. From April 6 the regula¬ 
tions will include employers of 50 or more 
employees. 

The requirement to inform and consult with 
representatives of the employees is triggered 
by a formal request from employees or by the 
employer starting the process themselves. 
There are benefits to employers from reaching 


a consensual agreement with employees. If 
they fail to do so standard provisions apply. 

• The Corporate Manslaughter and 
Corporate Homicide Act 2007 will come into 
force on April 6. This will introduce the offence 
of corporate manslaughter where in breach of 
a duty of care senior management failure 
leads to a person’s death. 

• Increase in rates - the Government usual¬ 
ly increases the maximum compensation for 
unfair dismissal and the amount of a week’s 
pay for the purposes of calculating statutory 
redundancy pay in February. 

The new rates are usually published in 
November, but this year we are still waiting for 
them. The Department for Business Enterprise 
and Regulatory Reform say that the rates will 
be published “as soon as possible”. 

• Statutory sick pay, statutory maternity pay 
and statutory paternity pay are also subject to 
annual review. These rates will increase from 
April. Again the new rates are not yet available. 

• In addition to all this, employers can be 
sure that the courts and tribunals will provide 
us with more case law to keep employers on 
their toes.

on interest rates and can benefit 
from George Wimpey’s rental 
guarantee promise which guaran¬ 
tees rental income for one year.

‘We’re committed to making the 
house-buying process as simple 
and hassle-free as possible for our 
customers, whether investors or 
people looking for a new home. 
The incentives are aimed at mak¬ 
ing sure that all our customers

AVC' 
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CBI pressure 
over rates on 
empty units 


HOT on the heels of our opti¬ 
mistic assessment of the com¬ 
mercial property market in 
Kent last week comes confirma¬ 
tion from the CBI/GVA Grimley 
Corporate Real Estate Survey. 

The survey of nearly 180 businesses was 
carried out in late 2007 and according to 
Malcolm Hyde, CBI South East Regional 
Director, “does not support the speculation 
about a crisis in commercial property’. 

However, one area of concern highlighted 
within the survey and echoed by Paul 
Appelt at Atrium Chartered Surveyors is 
the new business rate charges on empty

industrial space. From April 1 empty 
industrial property will incur half rates if 
vacant for more than six months. 

Mr Appelt said: “This might have the 
effect of property owners and landlords 
giving incentives to ensure properties are 
occupied before this happens.” 

The CBI has urged the Government to 
relax its approach to empty property rate 
relief before the April deadline by introduc¬ 
ing an 18-month relief period to allow firms 
a realistic amount of time to dispose of 
empty property. 


Industrial haven 

THE debate on where or where not to locate 
commercial and industrial premises remains a 
topic for heated debate in Kent, with most pro¬ 
posed developments appearing to attract dis¬ 
pute and controversy.

TWO major construction 
companies have unveiled 
big work plans which 
together will spruce up sec¬ 
ondary school across north 
Kent and complete the final 
phase of a major water 
supply project to meet 
demand in Ashford. 

Willmott Dixon, which has just set 
up an office in Dartford, is set to 
carry out up to £200 million of educa¬ 
tion work in the county over the next 
four years - and create jobs. 

The company is design and build 
partner for the Land Securities 
Trillium consortium which has been 
appointed preferred bidder by Kent 
County Council for the first wave 
of its Building Schools for the Future 
(BSF) programme. 

That means the consortium is 
now in line to carry out a £600m 
programme to refurbish, rebuild and 
transform secondary schools in the 
Gravesham, Swale and Thanet 
districts by 2014 - and a significant 
part of that work will fall to Willmott 
Dixon. 

Its new office at Crossways Business 
Park, near junction 1A of the M25, will 
act as a base to expand in the county 
and also lead to 150 new jobs. 

Rob Lambe, new managing direc¬ 
tor at the Dartford office, said: “Being 
preferred bidder is a tremendous 
start for us in our new office and has 
really set the team buzzing.

“To be able to transform local edu¬ 
cation facilities in Kent to such an 
extent will mean we can create a 
lasting impact here for future gener¬ 
ations to benefit from.” 

The company’s growth plans for the 
Dartford office in the first year are to 
achieve a £55m turnover, rising to 
£110m after four years. 

Contamination 

As well as transferring existing 
staff to Dartford, Willmott Dixon is 
on a recruitment drive to attract peo¬ 
ple from within the area. 

In another part of the county, work 
has begun on the third and final 
phase of the Bewl Water Link, a 
35km-long mains pipeline being built 
between the Bewl Water Reservoir 
and Stubbs Cross. 

South East Water is investing 


£24.4m in the link and once complet¬ 
ed it will supply water to thousands 
of new homes and commercial prop¬ 
erties being built in Ashford as a part 
of the town’s £650m development 
programme. 

Work on the link is being carried 
out by construction company Clancy 
Docwra and is expected to be com¬ 
pleted in 2009. 

Ashford has been identified by the 
Government as one of four key 
growth areas in the South East - the 
Thames Gateway project is another - 
and is on course to double in popula¬ 
tion by 2031, creating 28,000 extra 
jobs and 31,000 new homes. 

With so many houses and business¬ 
es being built over the next 20 years, 
effective waste water management 
will be critical to reduce the risk of 
flooding and protect natural habitats 
from contamination. 

Willesborough Dykes, Aldington 
and Hothfield Reservoirs already 
play a vital role in storing water at 
times of high rainfall, reducing the 
risk of flooding to the area. 

Cllr Paul Clokie, chairman for 
Ashford’s Future partnership, the 
agency tasked with carrying out the 
growth plan for the town, said: 
“Ashford is serious about the role it 
should play in ensuring the responsi¬ 
ble use of water. Commitment to a 
five-year water management plan 
will help Ashford to implement sus¬ 
tainable drainage systems to reduce 
flood risk and pollution. 

“The Bewl Water Link is just the 
beginning; the plan will introduce 
clear steps to monitor the efficient 
use of water, its quality and supply.”

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Walking a fine line

Beaten Tak to 
take time out 

THE FUTURE of Margate boxer Takaloo is 
hanging in the balance after he lost his 
comeback fight against Anthony Small for 
the Southern Area light-middleweight title. 

Takaloo, a former three-time WBU cham¬ 
pion, twice at light-middleweight and more 
recently at welterweight, was on the floor 
three times in the fight staged at Bethnal 
Green’s York Hall. 

The 32-year-old Kent star was in fine 
form before the contest, claiming he was in 
good shape and that he was prepared for 
the fight after reuniting with London train¬ 
er Jim McDonell. 

However, Small knocked Takaloo to the 
floor in the third, fourth and seventh 
rounds, before referee Richie Davis decided 
he had seen enough and called a halt to the 
fight three seconds in the seventh. 

Takaloo told Kent on Sunday that the 
defeat felt like he had been “stabbed in the 
stomach” and admitted that he had still not 
come to terms with the defeat. 

Tactics 

Things didn’t start well for the Thanet 
hitman as he learnt on the day of the fight 
the tactics his team had given him for the 
fight were wrong. 

He said: “I got a call from Joe Calzaghe on 
the day of the fight saying that his dad 
Enzo had some tips on how to beat Small. 

“I rang him and he told me to fight like a 
bully and get him on the ropes. This was 
different to how I had been training - we 
got the tactics wrong.” 

Takaloo admitted before the fight that he 
was at a crossroads in his career and now 
after the defeat, he wants to take some 
time out before deciding whether he will 
continue in the sport. 

He said: “Right now if I was to make a 
decision - that would probably be it, but 
you never know with me. You can never 
say never but boxing has changed a lot 
over the years. 

“I have not had a chance to speak to my 
manager (Frank Warren) yet and although 
I still feel I am talented enough, I want to 
take some time off to think it over. 

“This is a low in my career, but I will 
know if it is time to call it a day. I will take 
some time out and see if I still have the 
hunger to carry on boxing.” 

The fighter said even if he doesn’t quit 
the sport right now, his aim is to coach 
youngsters in Thanet and teach them some 
of the life skills he learnt in his boxing 
career. 


THE USE of technology to decide 
whether a football has crossed the 
line has long been a bone of con¬ 
tention in the game. 

From the game’s elite to grass-roots football, 
the debate over whether video technology 
should be used to assist referees in determin¬ 
ing if the ball has crossed the goal line, or if a 
penalty should have been awarded, will con¬ 
tinue to rumble on. 

A revolutionary new ball loaded with tech¬ 
nology was used in the FIFA Club World Cup 
game between AC Milan and Boca Juniors in 
December. 

The ‘smart ball’ contains a chip in the centre 
of the ball which alerts match officials when it 
crosses the line. 

On the day, there were no goal-mouth inci¬ 
dents to test the ball which begs the question: 
as such incidents are so rare, why is this such 
a controversial subject? 

Decisions 

Gillingham boss Mark Stimson said: “I think 
bringing technology in on the goal line is 
important because there are so many big deci¬ 
sions being made now and there is so much 
money at stake. If anything can be put in play 
on the goal line I am in favour of that.” 

There has been a lot said about technology 
holding the game up and preventing the flow 
of a match, but there have been only a handful 
of games in the Premier League that have had 
goal line decisions questioned. 

If the technology is installed at each ground 
in the professional game, Conference and 
Ryman leagues, they might not have a single 
goal line decision all season - so how would 
that interrupt the flow? 

Premier League referee Steve Bennett is 
also in favour of using technology, providing 
the system is completely trustworthy and 
would not slow the flow of the game. 

The Orpington-based official said: “One 
thing that is guaranteed is the system would 


take the pressure off assistant referees and for 
the referee, the management of the game 
would improve. It would also help them decide 
when they are not able to physically see, say 
when a shot is hit from 40-yards out.” 

New technology has been introduced in 
other sports with reasonable success. 

In tennis, the use of hawkeye, an electronic 
system that can determine where a tennis ball 
lands on the court, has been revolutionary. 
Players are no longer at the mercy of an 
umpire and can find out if a shot was in or out 
very quickly. 

Rugby uses video referees to decide if tries 
should be given and in cricket, a third umpire 
determines if a cricketer has been dismissed 
by looking at footage. Here the innovation has 
helped eliminate almost all dubious decisions. 

But Bennett believes even if the technology 
became available, it could only be used at the 
top level. 


He said: “In my opinion the system will only 
be brought in to International and Premier 
League football due to the cost of the equip¬ 
ment, but who knows what will happen.” 

After watching his side recently denied two 
goals for contentious offside decisions, Ebbs- 
fleet United boss Liam Daish is an enthusi¬ 
astic supporter of using video evidence. 

He said: “I think it is about time for video 
footage to come into making crucial decisions. 

“On one of the disallowed goals we scored, 
you could see by the referee’s reaction and he 
never thought of even looking at the linesman, 
so perhaps it is time for new technology. 

“Once is hard to swallow but twice you just 
can’t even attempt to digest, especially when 
you watch the video. The ref has got to be 100 
per cent sure to give these decisions.”

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England call-up perfect wav to thank 
mum and dad, savs Kent ace Tredders

I THINK it was my dad’s 
reaction to my England one- 
day international call-up 
which will be one of my fond¬ 
est memories of the day I 
learned that I had won recog¬ 
nition from my country. 

After getting the initial telephone call 
from David Graveney, the chairman of 
selectors, I only had time for a quick chat 
on my mobile with my dad because I 
was about to go in for a net at the indoor 
school at the St Lawrence Ground. 

He was delighted, but also a bit in 
shock when I told him. Since my 
call-up, the reaction from friends and 
family and from all connected with 
Kent cricket has been brilliant, but it is 
my mum (Rosemary) and dad (John) 
who I feel most proud for. 

When I was growing up I don’t think 
I appreciated at the time quite what 
level of support and help they gave me. 
They were always driving me here, 
there and everywhere for net practice, 
for matches and for other cricket com¬ 
mitments. 

I first played for Kent’s age group rep¬ 
resentative teams when I was nine, and 
they always made sure I had the right 
kit, was at the right place at the right 
time and - most importantly - they 
gave me the emotional support that all 
young players need when things don’t 
go quite as you would like. 

The England one-day squad leaves 
for New Zealand on January 26, and 
before that we are gathering for a pre¬ 
tour training camp at Loughborough 
University for a few days during the 
previous week. 

I am obviously looking forward enor¬ 
mously to my first senior England tour, 
and to pushing hard for a place in one 
of the two Twenty20 internationals and 
five one-day internationals against the 
New Zealanders in February. 

Kevin Pietersen is perhaps the sen¬ 
ior England player I know best, having 
toured India with him with the National 
Academy team in early 2004 - where I 
ended up captaining him too. But I also 
know Alastair Cook and Tim Ambrose 
pretty well, and I am looking forward to 
getting to know the other England guys 
a bit better. 

Opportunity 

In India, before Christmas, it was a 
similar case for me of having to get to 
know the other players in the England 
Performance Programme squad (apart 
from Kent’s Joe Denly of course), and it is 
always good to have the opportunity to sit 
and chat with players you have only previ¬ 
ously played against. 

My roommate in India was Surreys 
Chris Schofield, who is a bit of a character 
and whose company I enjoyed, and during 
the tour I found I got on particularly 
well with Worcestershire keeper Steven 
Davies and Somerset batsman James Hil¬ 
dreth, neither of whom I knew at all 
before the trip. 

Forging these kind of new friendships - 
as you move into the England set-up - is 
crucial too, because cricket is a huge team 
game and getting to know and trust the 
guys you play alongside is a big part of 
being successful as a unit. 

I am also looking forward to working 
with Peter Moores and Andy Flower 
inside the senior England squad. I’ve 
played against Andy a few times, when he

was at Essex before his retirement to go 
into coaching full-time, and to be able to 
pick the brains of great cricketers like him 
will be priceless. 

Since the Christmas and New Year 
break I’ve been netting quite a lot at Can¬ 
terbury, where I’ve been able to bowl at 
both Rob Key and Darren Stevens, and 
I’ve also been working hard on my overall 
fitness as part of an ongoing programme 
which concentrates largely on building up 
your core strength muscles. 

I’ve been pleased with my recovery fol¬ 
lowing my knee operation and I kicked on 
again at the end of last season, and the 
benefit of all the fitness work I’ve done 
both up at Loughborough and at Kent was 
noticeable when I was playing for the EPP 
side in India in December. 

My bowling and batting went well over 
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there, and I believe my England selection 
is very much down to the way my all¬ 
round cricket improved in 2007 as a result 
of becoming a regular member of Kent’s 
championship as well as one-day sides. 

When people show faith in you, and give 
you the opportunity to perform week-in 
and week-out, it can only have a big effect 
on your own confidence. 

I’ve always had that belief in my ability 
to play a major role at county level, but 
when others back you as well then it gives 
you an added security in your position in 
the team. 

Finally, just a word about my two Kent 
colleagues who were in India with me just 
before Christmas. Joe (Denly) batted very 
well out there and thoroughly deserves 
his selection on the upcoming England 
Lions trip to play in the Duleep Trophy in 
India. His technique against spin will also 
benefit hugely from the trip. 

But Kent supporters can also look 
forward to seeing Amjad Khan back in 
action next summer. 

Amjad was in India as part of his reha¬ 
bilitation programme, following his major 
knee surgery almost a year ago, and it is 
great to report that he was running in 
and bowling with real confidence again 
in practice.

He said: “I have been impressed with the 
way Simon, Del and Bobby have handled 
things since the sudden departure of Mark 
Goldberg, and am I’m delighted to make their 
positions permanent. 

“They have shown great application to the 
job at hand and produced some impressive per¬ 
formances from the side, notably at Cambridge 
City and Bognor Regis Town and the memo¬ 
rable Boxing Day win over Thurrock. 

“I have every confidence that they will con¬ 
tinue to take the club in the right direction.” 


Five-year McClaren 
deal for Hamilton 

FORMULA One superstar Lewis Hamilton will 
drive for McLaren for another five years after 
extending his contract with the team until the 
end of 2012. 

The driver, who began his career racing 
go-karts at Kent’s Buckmore Park, missed 
out on the FI title by a single point in his first 
season last year. 

He hopes the hard work he has put in with 
the team, including Bromley-bom test driver 
Gary Paffett, during the winter will bring him 
this year’s title. 

Hamilton told the team website: “I could 
easily drive for this team for the whole of my FI 
career. I am with the right team to compete for 
race wins and titles. 

“I am enjoying working closely with Heikki 
Kovalainen, Pedro de la Rosa, Gary and the 
team as we push hard with the development of 
the car.”

GILLINGHAM manager Mark 
Stimson is confident he will cap¬ 
ture at least one of the three 
players on his ‘wanted’ list 
before the transfer window 
slams shut in 11 days time. 

With two-thirds of the window gone, the 
Gills have only signed one player and they 
are yet to capture the two strikers and cen¬ 
tre-back Stimson feels he needs. 

Despite two months of negotiations, the 
club look to have missed out on signing 
Forest Green Rovers’ Stuart Fleetwood after 
Crewe Alexandra had a £175,000 bid for the 
prolific striker turned down on Tuesday 

Crewe’s bid is believed to outweigh the 
amount offered by Gillingham earlier this 
month and Stimson admits they have little 
chance of bringing Fleetwood to Priestfield. 

Bigger bid 

He told Kent on Sunday: “At that price yes, 
we would not pay that much for him. We 
have offered something which I think he is 
worth; if they have turned down £175,000 
then they must have someone waiting in the 
wings with a bigger bid. Some people do pay 
over the odds at this time of the year.” 

Stimson met with club chairman Paul 
Scally last weekend to plan their strategy 
for the rest of the window, putting in three 
new bids for players. 

Although new to league football, Stimson 
is used to dealing in the January transfer 
window during his time at Stevenage 
Borough. 

He is not concerned about the lack of 
movement so far and remains confident of 
making more signings before January 31, 
but made it clear he would not pay over 
the odds. 

He said: ‘We value these players at a cer¬ 
tain price and we have put our offers in. I 
don’t think the chairmen at other clubs 
think it is enough, but that is what we will 
stick with. 

“I am sure over the next 10 days that will

change and at least one of those three will 
come in. You have to play the game, it is 
about patience.” 

With the Fleetwood deal apparently dead 
in the water, the Gills have put in a bid for 
Rushden & Diamonds striker Simeon 
Jackson. The 20-year-old Jamaican-born 
hitman has scored 16 goals from 22 starts 
this season and was on Gills’ books as a 
youngster. 

He grew up in Canada and represented the 
country at the Under-20 World Cup last year. 

Stimson said: ‘We have put a bid in for 
him. They have told us they want more 
but we have told them there is no more, 
this is it. 

“I know he would love to come to the club, 
so that is a big plus but it is now for us to 
wait for permission to speak to him.” 

Stevenage Borough’s Stuart Lewis 
remains a possibility, but the Gills have 
abandoned their interest in Northampton 
midfielder Bradley Johnson after Leeds 
United clinched his signature following a 
bid of £250,000. 

Stimson’s only signing so far is Craig 
Rocastle, who joined on a month-long loan 
deal from Port Vale 10 day’s ago. He start¬ 


ed in last weekend’s win at Huddersfield 
and could earn a permanent switch before 
the end of the month if he can continue to 
impress. 

The squad got smaller this week with play¬ 
ers leaving on loan spells. Marvin Hamilton 
followed Tom Biyant to Folkestone Invicta, 
while Craig Stone agreed to join League Two 
side Brentford for a month. 

Stimson said: “That will be good for Craig 
- it will get him out on the pitch and hope¬ 
fully he will play some minutes and gain 
some experience. He will come back a bet¬ 
ter player.” 

The trio were among nine players listed 
for loan or permanent transfer earlier this 
month. Gills also received a loan offer for 
David Graham, who was also included on 
the list. 

The striker turned down a similar 
approach in November, but after Stimson 
made it clear Graham was unlikely to force 
his way back into his plans without getting 
match practice, he could agree to the move 
this time. 
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
